THE BUDGET. 


More than ordinary interest was attached to the Badget of the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer brought forward last night. Al- 
ready it had become known, by various statements which have 
been made, that the expenditure of the last quarter had proceeded 
at the rate of twenty millions, or eighty millions in the year. The 
already voted by Parliament 
alone amount to 40,700,000/. And it was evideut that, including 
the iuterest of the debt and other charges, an entire sum consider- 
ably exceeding eighty millions would in all probability be required 
forthe year. And inasmuch as the ontside that could be expected 
to be derived from the actual taxes in operation could not be 
expected to furnish much above 63,000,000/, it was evident that 
there would be to be made up in one form or another a deficiency 
of upwards of twenty millions. 

The following is the exact statement placed before the House 
by Sir G C. Lewis last night. The expenditure of the year is 
thus estimated :—

To this sum, however, Sir G. C. Lewis adds 2,800,0001 to provide 
for temporary loans already obtained from the Commissioners of 
the National Debt from savings bank funds, and to improve the 
general condition of the balances in the Exchequer. The Right 
Honourable Gentleman also leaves a balance for unforeseen 
expenditure of 2,639,000/; thus raising the amount to be pro- 
vided for te no less a sam than 23,000,0001. 
Approving entirely of the principle 
Gladstone, that it is the duty and the interest of the State to 
provide as far as possible for the expenditure of the 
year by the taxes raised within the year, we concur with 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer that for so large a sum 
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it would have been impossible, without distarbing social habits 
and private interests to an extent most injarions, to have 
made an attempt to obtain it trom additional taxes. Sir George 
C. Lewis, bowever, so far recognises that principle, that he tas 
considered it to be incumbent upon him to furnish as large au 
amount from new taxes as the position of our various sources of 
taxation at the moment would justify. We might wish 
to bave aeen an effort made to procure a larger share 
of the deficit from new taxes aod a smaller share by auy system 
of loans. That, however, is a question of degree and uot of prin- 
ciple. The actual additional expenditure of the year. leaving out 
of acconnt the surplus for contingencies, may be put at 
21,000,0007. Of this Sir George Lewis proposes to raise by new 
taxes the sum of 5,000,000/, and 16,000,000/ by a loan already 
contracted for. This propurtion of taxes appears small, but then 
it is urged that, as there are already war taxes in operation to 
the amonnt of 10,000,000/, the actual amount of the war exp n- 
diture of the year which will be derived from taxes will be 
15,000,0002, or about one-half of the whole, while the remaining 
half will be furnished by a loan. 


In selecting the description of taxes which he proposes * 
impose, the Chancellor of the Exchequer has had especial ca™® 
to carry out that great and important principle, ‘hat as far aS 
possible, taxation should be spread over every class of the 
community in such a way as to reach all somewhat iu proportion 
to their ability. And this principle is more especially important 
when provision is made for the expenditure of a war. [t is 
impossible to deny that direct taxation has much to recommend 
it: it is simple and in general is easily collected; and, more- 
over evasion and fraud are generally more difficult. But the 
principal ground upon which direct, is preferable to indirect taxa- 
tion ix, that it does not interfere with trade or industry, which 
the latter to a certain extent, less or more, must necessarily do. 
But it is impossible to adhere to direct taxation oly or wholly 
without committing a manitest injustice to large classes ot the 


community, and entirely relievicg other still larger classes from | 
The classes which it is possible | 


apy share ot the public burdens. 
to reach by any descriptiun of direct tax are comparatively 
small; while those whom it is impossible to reach by any such 
tax are extremely numerous. The great masses of the people can 
only be reached by some indirect tax; and the chief thing which 
it becomes a statesman to consider, is, in what way such indirect 
taxes can be imposed upon articles of consumption, so as to in- 
terfere as little as possible with the course of trade. There are 
two great canons in modern commercial legislation which it is 
clear should be carefully respected. No customs duty should 
be imposed which would act as a protective duty upon similar 
untaxed articles produced at home, for io such case it is plain 
that the tax would take much more out of the pockets of the 
people than it would place in the Exchequer; nor should 
avy customs duty be placed upon articles of raw ma- 
terial, for such woald give a blow to our manufacturing trade 
most prejadicial indirectly to the revenue of the country by 
soaking the foundation of our industry; nor should any excise 
duty be placed up n articles of manufactare, orthe raw materials 
of manafacta-e, for the same reasons. Excluding such articles, 
we have theu left those articles of foreiga production not prodaced 
at home and ino general consumption among the great masses of 
the couotry ; and in articles of excise, the chief article which an- 
swers to this latter description is spirits. In the budget of last year 
the large aidition to the income tax necessarily tarued the scale 


considerably in favour of direct taxes. ‘The provision of 1854

Sir George C. Lewis has, therefore, aimed in the present year to

And as 1,000,000/ of the direct taxes imposed will not come in 
course of collectién till the following year, the actual taxes avail- 
able for this year will be as nearly as possible one-half direct 
and one-half indirect. The articles upon which the indirect taxes 
are to be imposed appear to have been selected with great care 
by the Chancellor of the Exchequer, and to answer in every way 
to the obvious principles which should be followed. Those articles

It may fairly be said that as indirect taxes, reaching all classes, 

these approximate in their incidence upon the general consumer 
as near to a tax upon income asis possible. Without operating 
as protective duties, without in any peculiar way interfering with 
trade, except so far as every tax which limits consumption must 
have that effect, these duties are simply a charge upon the daily 
expenditure of those who consume the articles, and therefore are 
assimilated as nearly as it is possible to a tax upon income, 
collected in the only possible, and certainly in the most con- 
venient way, in which large portions of the community can be 
reached. 
The remaining 2,000,000/ of new taxes are made up by the 
addition of only one cent. to the income tax. Every one 
will agree with the Chancellor of the Exchequer that it was 
infinitely better to complete his amount by so small an addition 
to the income tax, than to have attempted to provide for so 
considerable a sum by avy extension of the house duty, disturb- 
ing all existing relations with regard to that property, or by any 
increase to the assessed taxes, whicb interfere so much with 
some branches of trade, and which have been so recently settled 
upon their present basis; for, in point of fact, the house duty 
and the assessed taxes are only a more inconvenient mode of 
paying an income tax. 

The general result then of Sir G. C, Lewis’s budget is, that 
the large war expenditure of the year wiil be defrayed in equal 
proportions by a loan aud by taxes, and that the taxes will con- 
sist in about equal proportions of direct and indirect taxes. 

With regard to the mode in which Sir George C. Lewis has 
raised his loan, much discussion is likely to take place. There 
are probably few subjects upon which there is a greater diversity 
of opinion even amongst meu of high authority, and certainly 
none upon which there exist more fallacies, derived from a 
superficial and imperfect examination of the character and effect 
of loans in the different forms in which they are created. In 
another article we propose closely to examine this subject, the 
results of which, ws believe, will be found to differ from impres- 
sions very generally conceived. 


THE ALTERNATIVES OF WAR. 


In last week’s impression we pointed out a few of the consi- 
derations which migdt not unnaturally incline even sensible and 
thoughtful men to conclude a peace on terms materially short of 
our original and jast demands. We by no means alieged that 
those cousiderations were conclusive : on the contrary, we are of 
opinion that many reflections promptly suggest themselves to 
make us pause before we consent to such an adjustment of the 
quarrel as will leave the matter in dispute either to possible eva- 
—_ the chapter of accidents, or to the solution of a bloody 
arbRrement at some fature day. Two only of these can we touch 
upon here: it is for our readers to estimate their relative impor- 
tance to antagonistic arguments, 

If we make peace now, we shall have come ont of the conflict 
with a military reputation and political prestige severely shaken. 
We shall have terminated disastrous hostilities by inconclusive 
negotiations. It cannot be devied that, though we have fought 
splendidly, we have suffered dreadfully, and failed indisputably. 
Our maguificeat fleet has done next to nothing; our gallant army 
has lost nearly half its numbers and only gained two barren vic- 
tories; our enormons preparations have ended in nothing; 
and, what is worse than all, our defective organisation, our 
faulty system, our clumsy management, have become notorious 
to all the world. We have shown courage and endurance, but 
we have shown nothing else. We have been found wanting in 
some of the most essen ial requisites to successin war. We 
have proved ourselves formidable only on the actual field 
of battle. We have given our rivals and our enemies reason 
to suppose that we are far less powerful than they have hitherto 
believed. We have given them grounds for inferring —we are 
satisfied the inference would be a rash and false one, but it is not 
less likely to be made—that our institutions so impair the effi- 
ciency of both our civil and military service, that for offensive 
warfare we shall in futare be little to be feared. Now we have 


many unfriends. Some envy our wealth ; some abhor us for our 
liberalism ; some hate us for our arrogance. And if once it were 
supposed that we might be braved and insulted with impunity 

many would be the affronts which we should have to endure or 
resist, many the acts of ambition and iniquity—long meditated 

but postponed from dread of England’s interference—which would 
seize on the favourable moment for their perpetration. For three 
quarters of a century this country has never admitted or acquiesced 
in a defeat: were she to put up with even an apparent one now 

were she to retire from the contest till some signal victory has re. 
trieved the renown, not of her arms but of her policy and her or- 
ganisation, she might find that in closing one war she had sown 
the fertile seeds of many others. For the peace and safety of 
England success and renown are absolutely indispensable :—and 
that they are always within the grasp of her enormous wealth and 

her onbounded strength, if the one be well used and the other 
skilfully put forth, no Englishman can doubt. It may well prove 

that to conclude an unsatisfactory peace now would be anything 

but a p°cific policy. 

Again. Though it is perfectly true that a time of actual hos- 
tilities is not favourable for a thorough and scrutinising reorga- 
nisation of our military system, yet there is too much reason to 
fear that it is only the pressing perils and casualties of war that 
will rouse that zeal in the country or give that power to the 
Minister which are needed to affect the indispensable reforms. | 
The inveterate habit of the country is, as we well know, to go to 
sleep as soon as the immediate danger is over. When disasters | 
are imminent and disappointment and disgrace are rife, John | 
Bull gets furious and insists upon an amended system; but as | 
soon as peace and prosperity return, he “ lets bygones be by- | 
gones,” passes an act of indemnity to all delinquents not already | 
panished, returns to the consideration of his own private affairs, | 
and leaves his rulers to jog on as before, or to introduce such 
partial improvements as they may find easy or may deem de-— 
sirable. ‘Therefore, we feel no confidence that even the rude | 
lesson we have received will not be forgotten as soon as preli- | 
minaries of peace shall have been signed. It would seem as if | 
instant danger and continuous calamity were needed to keep us | 
up to the proper pitch of retorming resolution ; as if only through | 
ruin could we reach redemption. 

If, then, the considerations wh 
decide us to accept such a peace as our diplomatists can negotiate, 
it should be with the firm intention and the resolute determina- || 
tion to employ the leisure thus obtained in remodelling and over- || 
hauling our entire military system; in bringing it up to the most | 
perfect state ot improvement and efficiency of which it is suscep- | 
tibie; in probing all its weak and diseased places, and removing | 
all its sources of failure ; in a word, in so profiting both by the | 
experienca of the war and the opportunities of the peace as to | 
secure ourselves against the possibility of the recurrence of such 
calamities and humiliations as those which have attended our 
Crimean expedition. If, on the contrary, the countervailing con- | 
siderations just alleged should prove most powerful, and we should |! 
resolve to prosecute the war to a really glorious and successfal | 
termination, then it behoves us courageously and dispassionately — 
to look our prospects in the face, and see what course of action it | 
would be wise to pursue, and what results it would be reasonable 
to expect and wise to be prepared for. We greatly question 
whether the whole matter has been really considered by any one 
in its completeness and its complication. 

It seems more than probable that on first landing in the Crimea 
we might have taken Sebastopol by assault, with only a small 
portion of the loss we have since sustained in an ineffec'ive siege. 
It seems probable enough, too, that we might thea have succeeded 
in the more comprehensive and possibly wiser plan of driving 
the evemy out of the Crimea first, fortifying the ouly passes by 
which they could find access to it, and then returning to invest 
aud reduce the great fortress at our leisure. It does not appear 
that either course is now open to us. We believe that the con- 
viction of the most competent authorities is, that we can neither 
take nor keep Sebastopol unless we first invest it completely, aud 
that to this undertaking our numbers are utterly inadequate; for 
we should not only have to double the extent of our already t00 
extensive lines, but shonld have to make head against the sorties 
of the garrison and the attacks of the relieving army—more 
numerous than our owv—over a space of many miles. Yetit 
would appear as if our generals still persevere in the origiaal 
enterprise, for they go on pushing parallels, making railways, 
bringing up ammunition, as if the bombardment were io begit to- 
morrow, and be followed by a regular storming. For six months 
they have been running a race with the Russians, and are dis- 
tanced more and more completely every month, yet the race still 
continues. There seems no prospect of the original plan succeed ° 
ing, yet uo appearance of abandoning it ;—no approximation 
either to an assault or to the raising of the siege. We neither 
bombard, nor assault, nor invest; but potteron as before, making 
trenches, erecting batteries, and accumulating stores. 

Is there any better prospect of success by adopting the other 
scheme, aud meeting the enemy in the field and driving him out 
of the Crimea? Scarcely, we fear. In the first place it ~ 
be questioned if we are strong enough both to do this and t i 
fend our entrenchments; and if we were to abandon these 40 
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raise the siege, all our labour would have been lost, and railway, 
parallels, forts, and port would fall into the hands of the enemy — 
to say nothing of warlike stores. Moreover the instant we move 
into the iatesion and follow the enemy (who, by the way, must 
know the ground infinitely better than we do), we shall need 
transport horses and baggage waggons for 100,000 men; and 
whence are we to obtain these? And how dare we, after the 
warning we have had, take steps which will isolate us from our 
ships and make us wholly dependent on that particular branch of 
our service (the commissariat) which has proved so defective ? 
If, then, we cannot move, and dare not assault, and are not going 
to invest,—what.do we propose to ourselves by remaining there 
at all? Must we aot try on an entirely new tack. 

We most earnestly deprecate anything like an invasion of Rus- 
sia, even with the aid of Austria. We see that a campsign in 
Bessarabia is spoken of. We had thought history gave us warn- 
ings enough against such plans. Rassia has only to retreat, and 
give up to ravage those frontier provinces which she has recently 
conquered and for whose desolation she cares little, to baffle the 
utmost efforts of the Allies. Had we been able to take Sebas- 
topol and destroy Cronstadt and menace St Petersburg, we might 
possibly have brought her to terms; but we shall never doit by 
invesion. Russians never fight so well as on their own soil. 

We believe there are only two waysof securing a successful 
termination of this unbappy war. The first is by such a block- 
ade of all her ports, including those of Prussia, as shall destroy 

her commerce, cripple her resources, shut up all her fleet mer- 
cantile and imperial in their harbours, and bring her Government 
to reason by bringing her nobles to privation and her merchants 
to discontent. To this we may add, if we please, the destruction 
of all the towns and ports which can be reached by a bombard- 
ment. By pursuing this plan we should be enabled to carry on 
the war at a very trifling cost, and with scarcely any inconve- 
| nience beyond the loss or the enhanced price of such articles of 
| Russian produce as we could not easily procure elsewhers. We 





should ensure the sufferings of war and the consciousness of defeat 
and constraint being felt tothe very heart ofthe Russian dominions ; 
we should effect two of the objects of the war immediately and 
thoroughly for the time being, viz., the liberation of the Danube 
and the Euxine; Turkey would have breathing time allowed her 
while her enemy was thus hermetically sealed; and if France and 
Austria chose to engage in more active operations on the more 
accessible portions of Muscovite territory, or to blockade the land 
frontier of Prussia, they would be free to do so. Such an effec- 
| tual shuéting-up of Russia could not last for any considerable 
| period without weakening her influence both over Germany, 
Asia, and the Scandinavian Powers far more than could be done 
by any sanguinary and doubtfal conflicts. 

Or if this phe be frowned upon as too indolent and unadven- 
turous, there is but one other remaining—the success of which 
would be certain, if the Allies once determined to adopt it and 
| Carry it through, and if Englishmen are prepared to embrace it 
in ite entirety and with all its issues, predicable and contingent. 
We may proclaim the re-establishment of Poland and take steps 
to aid in administering that great panacea to European maluise. 
If Austria consented to this, it might be done to-morrow—but is 
there any chance that Austria will consent? If Austria should 
not consent, and England and France hold it to be indispensable 
to success, then not only Poland, but Hungary and Italy must be 
set free—and will Saodens ILI. feel his throne secure enough to 
venture to let loose such turbulent elements so near him? And 
if he does, are the ruling classes of Great Britain emancipated 
enough from their not irrational abhorrence of German Socialism, 
-—is their love of liberty sufficiently paramount over their dread 
of license,—that they will throw themselves heartily into a strug- 
gic in which they will find themselves fighting side by side with such 
strange allits? Wedo not believe it, nor should we be content 
to see it. But all these things have to be considered; and the 
answer to them, we confess, is not ready. But of one thing we feel 
certain :—that those who are not prepared to pay the price of suc- 
cess in this mighty struggle, had better back out of it while they 
may. To one thing we shall never be reconciled—against one 
folly we shall never cease to inveigh—the lazy imbecility which 
| will neither do its work nor let it alone,—which mauoders on in

THE EMPEROR OF THE FRENCH IN ENGLAND. 
Tue visit of a Bonaparte, Emperor of the French, to the Queen 
of England, a granddaughter of = ILL, for some time sake of, 
seemed so extraordinary, so completely marvellous, in conjunction 
with the relations between England and France under the first 

a that we could scarcely believe the realisation possible 
till it had actually oecurred. Since Monday, however, the 
Emperor and the Em of the French have been in England, 
and have been Her Majesty's guests. They were received with 
all kinds of honour at Dover; they were conveyed in the speediest 
manner, by rail, to London ; they passed amidst a great crowd of 
people, who everywhere received them with huzzas of welcome 
from the Bricklayers Arms’ station, over Westminster bridge, by 
Charing cross, to the Great Western station at Paddington ; they 
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were wafted to Windsor, and cordially welcomed by Her Majesty. 
Prince Albert and a p suite went to Dover to meet the 
Royal pair, and accompanied them to Her Majesty’s Palace ; and 
the conclusion of their journey, as its commencement, was one 
great and enthusiastic shout of welcome. 

At Windsor the Emperor has been treated by a review, and, 
though France may be incapable of exhibiting anything equal in 
appearance to the Life Guards, the military display that could 
be made at Windsor must, on the whole, be much inferior to the 
large collections of military the Emperor has passed in review in 
the neighbourhood of his own capital. We might, however, have 
found something in the gay and animating spectacle to be proud 
of as a nation, had not bitter experience lately taught us that | 
military show is not military service, and that the more brilliant | 
is an army as a spectacle the less it is fit for the solemn and great | 
purposes that can alone justify the creation of an army. 

His Majesty has received the Order of the Garter; he has of | 
course been honoured by State dinners and all the other festivities | 
Her Majesty could in the short time of His Majesty’s stay shower | 
onhim. The City of London have invited him to a dejeuné, and he | 
went in procession through our crowded streets, while bands 
played, the houses were adorn2d with flags, and the windows | 
studded with people, including a great multitude of ladies, | 
waving him a glad welcome. 


The well-written address of the Corporation at Guildhall, a | 
part of which we must preserve, referred to the coming of the | 
Emperor as drawing closer the bonds of mutual fiiendsbip and | 
common interests so happily uniting the two countries :— 

The cordial alliance (it said, besides much more) of two such mighty | 
Powers, cemented and seuled by intimate and frank intercourse between their | 
rulere, must sway the destinies of all, will abate the pride of our common | 
enemies, increase the confidence of our allies, and give new vigour tofour arms. | 

By the wise policy of your Mejesty’s reign all our ancient jealousies have 
been appeased, and the flagsof France and England now mingle their colours 
alike in the Baltic and in the East. Ranged together in a righteous cause, 
braving like hardships, and shedding their blood side by side in victory, the 
soldiery of our united armies and the seamen of our combined fleets have 
learned to regard each other with the love of brave and generous comrades, 
second only to the love they bear their respective countries, and while such are 
the feelings, we réjuice that sentiments akin to these are growing daily, and 
sinking deeply into the breasts of the people of these great and neighbouriag 
nations. , 

The Emperor listened to the whole address with deep interest, 
received it most graciously when handed to him by the Lord Mayor, 
and then read with admirable emphasis and pure pronunciation 
the following excellent reply :— 

My Lord Mayor,—Afcer the cordial reception I have experienced from the 
Queen, nothing could affect me more deeply then the sentiments towards the 
Empress and myself to which you, my Lord, have given expression on the 
part of the City of London ; for the City of London represents available re~ 
sources which its wide commerce affords both for civilisation and for war. 

Fiattering a are your praises, I accept them, beceuse they are addressed 
much more to France than to myself. They are addressed to @ nation whove 
interests are to-day «verywhere identical with your own. They are addressed 
to am army and a navy united to your own by heroic companionship in danger 
aod io glory. They are addressed to the policy of the two Governmente, 
which is based on truth, on moderation, and on justice, 

For myself I bave retaived on the throne the same sentiments of sympathy 
and esteem for the English people that I professed as an exile, while I enjoyed 
here the hospitality of your country ; aud if I have acted in accordance with 
my convictions, it ie that the interests of the nation which has chosen me, no 
less than those of universai civilisation, have made it a duty. Indeed, Eogiand 
and France are naturally united on all the great questions of politics and of 
human progress that agitate the world, from the shores of the Atlantic to 
those of the Mediterranean—from the Baltic to the Black Sea—from the desire 
to abolish slavery to the hope of amelioration for all the countries of Europe 
I see in the mora) as in the political world that there are two nations, but one 
course and one end. 

It is then only by narrow considerations and pitifal rivalries that our union 
ean be diesevered. If we follow then the dictates of common senze alone we 
ehall be sure of the future. 

You are right in interpreting my presence amongst you as # fresh and con- 
vincing proof of my energetic co-operation in the prosecution of the war, if 
we fail in obtaining an honourable peace. Should we so fail, although our 
d flicuities may be grea', we may surely count upon a euccessful result, for not 
Ooly are Our soldiers and our sailors of tried valour—not only do the two 
countries po«sess within themselves unrivalled resources, but above ali—and 
here lies theic euperiority—it is because they stand in the van of generous and 
ealightened ideas. 

The eyes of all who euffer rise instinctively toward the West, becauve our 
two nations are even more powerful from the opinions which they represent 
than from their srmies and their fleets. 

I am deeply grateful to your Queen for affording me this solemn opportanity | 
of expressing to you my own sentiments and those of France, of which Iam | 
the interpreter. 

I thank youin my own name, and in that of the Empress, for the kind and 
hearty cordiality with which you have received ue, We shall take bsek to | 
France the lasting impression made on minds thoroughly able to appreciate the 
very imposing spectacle which Eagland presente, where virtue, on the throne, 
directs the destinies of a country uader the empire of liberty without danger. 

His Imperial Majesty afterwards passed an evening at the Opera, 
and the best part ofa day at the Crystal Palace. Ina few days he 
has received nearly all the honocrs the nation could bestow, and 
been able to show his beautiful and intelligent wife some of the 
more remarkable results of our national institutions and national 
manners, His reception must have been equally gratifying to 
himself, to the Empress, to his whole suite, and to all the French 
nation. 

The Emperor has been congratulated by the Lieutenancy of the 
city of London, comprising the Lord Mayor aud Aldermen and 
all the magistrates. They hailed “the auspicious visit of the 
“ Emperor and Empress as the surest pledge of the cordial unioa 
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« gubsisting between the two most powerful nations of Europe, 
« goited io arms for no selfish purpose of ambition or aggran- 
“ digement, but to preserve the liberty and independence of their 
“ * allies from the hostile encroachments of an aggressive Power ; 
they assured His Muj-sty that the vigorous prosecution of 
« 80 boly ne just a canse will receive the unanimous support of 
“ the people of England to secure a durab'e and honourable peace. 
“They prayed that His Majesty might be spared to reign over 
“ an enlightened and chivalrous nation, ia the enjoyment, with 
“ Her Imperial Majesty the Empress of a long and happy life.” 
His Majesty was congratulated, too, by the merchants and 
bankers, who expressed “ ‘heir cordial satisfaction at every demon- 
“ gtration of the friendship and alliance now happily subsisting no 
« legs between the Courts than the people of the two nations. 
“ They fervently rejoiced in the advane'ng prosperity of France— 
“ in the consolidation of order—in the establishment of confidence, 
“ go eminently manifested under His Majesty’s reign. They de- 
“ sired that these blessings might coutinne—that a growing and 
“ mutually advantageous commercial intercourse may be main- 
“ tained between the two countries, and, above all, that the 
“ inhabitants of both may be connected by the ties of recipro- 
“ cal esteem and good-will to the advancement of the interests of 
“ civilisation throughout the world.” Atl this marks a wonderfal 
change from the time when the whole Royal Exchange resouaded 
with ove unanimons shout of delight at war being declared against 
the Emperor Napoleon. It is a conclusive aaa that nations can 
Change as well as individuals, and may serve to dispel the appre- 
hen.ion some amongst us yet entertain ih.t the French can never 
look with forgiveness on us, and will at some time or other seek 
to gratify an Arab love of vengeance iu our destruction. On one 
point the French are not likely to chang -, except to become more 
htened and chivalrous; they cherish to the highest. degree 
the sentiment of honour, and they would scorn and loathe a na- 
tional advantage to be obtained by treachery. 'he presence of their 
Emperor here is the oblivion of Waterioo. From them aud their 
ruler we need not be apprehensive of deceit. 
London is the cradle of English liberty. No class of men have 
more to dread from disorder and tyranny than the opulent citizens 
of London. None are more enlightened and far-seeing ; none 


when they congratulate the Emperor, it is an assurance to him 
that be has nothing to dread from freedo», and to freedom 
that it has nothing to dread from him. Their matual acknowledg- 
ment in this public way of their mutual respect can only tend to the 
extension of freedom and of order. We are ali beginning to be 
seusibletbat the science and effects of Governments, li e the source 
and consequences of religion, are involved in mystery, aud the 
knowledge is begetting toleration of diverse forms 0 goveru ment in 
the most zealous coustitutionalists. Ibrough the great pageant of 
which the Emperor is the centre—the siga of national concord, 
of the agreement and harmony of classes and authorities supposed 
to be confi:cting—the public may see the coming advancement of 
civilisation throughout the world which the merchants and bankers 
desire. They pointed out, too, its course, when they expressed a 
hope that the confidence established io France —meaning the sys- 
tem of goverament—may be maintained, and that commerce and 
friendship between the two people may continue and increase. 
Commerce is mutual service, and, wherever it is extended, kind- 
ness aud friendship, enlightenment aud civilisation ‘naturally 
ensue. United for a common purpose, the two great natious 
of Western Europe must in civilisation coalesce into one, con- 
vinced that what strengthens and euriches one is advantageous 
to the other, and that what weakens or injares either is perni- 
cious to both. The manner in which the Emperor has been ad- 
dressed by the commercial heart of the empire is the happiest 

for the extension of mutual commercial relations by ad- 
ditioval freedom of both countries. So far as time has permitted, 
to2, congratulations have poured in from other towns and places. 
Our manufacturers have not been uumindfal of the occasion, and 
all classes, including those who are ouly pleased with a pageant, 
have shown respect for the choseu ruler of 35,000,000 people. 
He has been treated as became our great and powerful ally. 


His Imperial Majesty’s presence is itself a sign of a great 
moral iaprovement as well as a great chauge. If any persons 
have an injury to revenge on Eugland, it is the family of Bona- 
parte, To their prejudice we supported the Bourdons of both 

es. For the beboof of these, in no sense grateful or clever 
persons,. we helped to dethrone and send into Searfal exile, to 
perish slowly, the first Bonaparte—the greatest man of his age, 
though like other men he had weaknesses and faults. Some of 
his relatives, his descendants—anud the present, Emperor amongst 
them—have, it is trae, found ap asylum and shelter bere; but bis 
presence now implies on his part a complete oblivion of an old 
source of discord. The two nations have for ages been connected, 
though not anited; henceforth they will be united iu the 
pursuit of a common freedom, a mutual commerce, and will only 
wage war to command a permanent aud general peace. 

His Majesty, who is not now. for the first time amongst us, will 
return, we imagine, more than ever assured that the greatest 
ae, for Sovereigns isto be found in the freedom of the people. 


Wituesses only order, tranquilli‘y, aud peace, There is just 
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disappointment. Every journal bears witness to the general 
satisfaction, and justifies it, or,from anotionof duty, 

Yet His Majesty will not have witnessed any impatience or any 
turbulence. There is * consciousness abroad thas indus time, when 
public opinion is sufficiently enlightened on the subdject—whey 
the many new and painful facts that have come to surprise and 
startle the people have produced their natural consequences, gene. 
rated the knowledge and inspired the convictions proper to them— 
that means of remedy and improvement will be found, and there ig 
no hurry to condemn individuals when we learn for the first time 
the system is in fault, or to demand.great changes, the conses 
quences of which have not been duly considered. The slowness 
to act, with which some writers a the people, only makes 
action the more definite and successful. They are in no hurry to 
strike, but they will strike in proper time: with vigour. Hig 
Majesty must be impressed not less with the general determina. 
tion, common to nearly the whole people,, to succeed nationally 
as well as individually, than with their quietness and order, the 
results of a consciousness of strength. There is nowhere 
doubt that what the public opinion, when matured, commands, ig 
sure to be accomplished. ‘The national patience is the result of 
national freedom ; and what His Majesty now sees of England, 
what he has seen of it before, what he. must recollect of itg 
former condition, and what he must notice of its progress, must 
impress on him more strongly than ever the advantages of that 
freedom which ensures. prosperity, begets order and tranquillity, 
and iuspires a whole nation with one energetic will, 


MARRIAGE WITH A DECEASED WIFE'S SISTER. - 


WueEw a law is to be enacted, especially if it be f prohibitory baw 
the onus probandi fitly enough: falls on the p er; but when 
the repeal of a law is in question, queaiy tl if that law be of 
recent origin, hey ‘uote ought often to be thrown upon the defender, 
There is a prima facie case ageing all restrictive enactments: in 
their best estate they are only necessary evils, and nothing but 
their necessity can justify their imposition. 

Now the bill recently introduced by Mr Heywood to legalise 
marriages with a deceased wife's sister is essentially a repealing 


new “right of man:” it is a bill to abrogate an unjust, uoneces- 
sary, and ineffectual prohibition of proceedings which have pre+ 
vailed from time immemorial, and which prevail more than ever 
now ; which are condemned by no certain or adequate authori 
which are attended with no sin; ; which are followed by no mis- 
chief; and which have deen really and peremptorily forbiddea 
only within the lifetime of the ‘present generation. It isa bill not 
so much permissive, as emancipating. It is a bill simply to nado 
what ought never to have been done, and to untie hands which 
should never have been manacled. 

Its promoters might therefore not unrighteously be satisfied with 
a mandamus on its resisters to show cause for thei iments 
they maintain, and might rest their case on the weakness and in- 
adequacy of their opponents’ pleas; since it is indubitable that 
every recent law ought to be repealed which can adduce no valid 
reason for its enactment. But they can well afford to waive this 
claim. In troth oue of our greatest difficulties in arguing against 
the prohibition in question arises from the want of any clear or 
tangible case to be overthrown—of any cozent or consistent ar- 
guments to meet. The very strength of our cause is converted 
into a source of weakness ; since it is next to impossible to per- 
suade the public that so little can be said for and so much cau be 
said against a prohibition which yet has been vehemently defended 
by mauy dignitaries, and sanctioned by both Houses of the L-gis- 

ture. 

In the reign of Henry VIII. a law was passed rendering ille- 
gal all marriages “ within the degrees of consanguinity prohibited 
“by the law of God,”—i.6., the Mosaic or Levitica law,—and, 
among them, marriages with a deceased wife’s sister. ‘These mar 
riages, however, Were not by this act declared void, but could 
only be dissolved or avoided by the appointed ’ ecclesiastical 
authorities ; and as this dissdlution was sdoamed to be pro salute 
anime, it ‘must, ex vi t be pronounced, if at all, during 
the litetime of both parties to the marriagé. , These marriages, 
therefore, were not ipso facto void, but only voidable ; and if the 
Ecclesiastical Courts did not pronounce them void "before the 
death of either husband or wife, the law held them valid and the 
children issuing from them to be legitimate. The cnstom, there- 
fore, was, on any such marriage taking place, for an amicable 
suit to be commenced in the Ecclesiastical Courts at the instance 
of a friend to the parties, who took care so to prolong the pro- 
ceedings that the case never came on for judgment during the 
lifetime of the married couple. By this'means the ages in 
question, though always prohibited by canon law and alwaysille- 
gal by statate law, were practically as valid as any others, oi 
were very frequent. They werein fact connived at, though 0 
formally sanctioned. ‘They were contracted, as it were, uoder 
sort of standing dispensation. i

ones were atthe same time declared to be ipso facto null and 
void. This. was.Lord.Lyndhorst’s Act of 1835; and it is this 
law which. it ig now songht to repeal. 

It is felt on all hands that the question cannot be suffered to 
remain io its present.anomalous condition. The law proclaims 
parties who have contracted. these marriages to be living in con- 
cubinage and siv, and their children to be bastards; but the 
tniversa! sentiment of the community scouts this doctrine, and 
receives both parents and children as spotless members of scciety. 
The Jaw. proclaims the illegality of the act, but takes no steps to 

ent or punish it, It attaches no penalty to its own violation. 

Pho «marriages in question still continue, and have indeed greatiy 

increased since the enactment of 1835; for that enactment, while 

eclaring shem illegal, at the same time by implication declared 

hem to be innucent per se. The only difference is that now they 

are in ‘most cases solemnised abroad;—but whether when so 

solemnised they become legal and valid is a point on: which no 

{paepens bas as yet been pronounced. The case has never yet 

4 me before the courts. It is now sought to put an end to this 

q unsatisfactory and perplexiug complication, and to declare legal 

: unions which are of daily occurrence, which cannot be prevented, 

which every one feels to be in themselves innocent and nataral, 

and which the law: itself. refuses. to punish in the persons of the 

a actnal offenders. It is generally felt that if contrary to the law 

4 of God they ought to be punished: if not, they onght to be 
avowedly permitted, not secretly andrelnctantly connived at. 

The prohibition of the marriages in question has been defended 
on four several grounds :—~That they partake of the nature of in- 
cest, and are forbidden: by the laws of nature; that they are for- 
bidden by the Mosaic law ; that they are forbidden by the eccle- 
siastical law.; and .that they are repellent to the feelinzs of the 
virtuous and delicate-minded of all countries. Yet nothing cau 
be more clear tham- that they-are entirely free from that peculiar 

‘i feature which constitutes incest: and which incest means; that 

4, they are not prohibited but are permitted by the Mosaic law; that 
the ecclesiastical canon which forbids them is an arbitrar. , uvjust, 
and. ill-grounded one; and that. they are held to be natural, ge- 
nial, and right by the citizens of nearly every other country, aud 
by all except a small and conventional class in our own. If all 
this can be shown, and if it can be shown: moreover that the ex- 
isting prohibition, besides being wholly unwarrrauted by any cow- 
petent authority, is ineffective, cruel, aud uvjust, sorely a caxe 
will bave been made.out for its. repeai which neither prejadice 
nor passion will any Jonger venture to resist. 

1. To call the marriages ia question incestuous is a misuse of 
langu-ge—and a misuse of it in a malignant spirit and for an un, 
warrantable end, It is the unworthy stratagem of controversial! - 
ists who sesk to escape from the grasp of siringeut argument 
under cover of an ugly word. Incest means unioo between p«r- 
ties of the same blood—of such close kin or consanguinity that 
physiological,.and social proprieties, alike frowa upow it, Itisa 
violation of natural law.to whicb, as to all other violations, uaiuc. 
has attached a stigma and a penalty. We.know that it is for- 
bidden by natural law, beeause the degeneracy of the offsoriu,

8. Bat these marriages, though commou in praptiés aod held

answer. Mere ecclesiastical regulations, if not based on Scripture, 
we cannot bow to. They forbid many things, the prohibition of 
of which every one habitually laughs at and disregards. In con- 
demning the marriages in question, they have misconceived and 
gone beyond Scripture; and that they have done so is avowed 
by an overwhelming preponderance of testimony by divines of 
every church, from the Rabbi Adler to Cardinal Wiseman, Dr 
Chaimers, Archbishop Whately, and Bishop Jewel. Therefore, 
in prohibiting what God has permitted, they have at least ap- 
proached the sin of putting asunder what God has joined, and we 
can pay them no allegiance in such a matter. : 

4. The assertion that they are condemned by the general senti- 
ment of the enlightened and virtuous part of the community, is 
as devoid of truth as the assertion that they are probibited by 
Scripture. It is more than devoid of truth: it is the reverse of 
true. The unions in question are among the most common of all 
second marriages among the poor. They are held in respect and 
are celebrated almost daily in every other Protestant country in 
the world. Among the middle and upper classes in our own 
country they are of constant occurrence. To contract them per- 
sons evade the law, leave the country, incur the risk of great 
inconvenience to their children. If they were, as is alleged, re- 
volting to natural and delicate feeling, either we should need no 
law against them, or public sentiment would sanction and enforce 
the law. As it is, public sentiment sympathises with the violators 
of the law. ‘The objection to these marriages is confined chiefly 
to ladies of the higher ranks ; and it is an unreasoning and sen- 
timental aversion, founded partly on unworthy jealousy and partly 
on the existence of an ecclesiastical prohibition. These estima- 
ble ladies must bear in mind that they have no title to impose 
their aversions upon others. We do not want to enact such 
marriages, but to permit them ; to leave all as free as God has left 
them to contract whatever unions they believe would contribute 
to their own happiness and that of their children. 

When, therefore, we fiod that marriages with a deceased wife's 
sister are not prohibited by the law of nature, or by the law of 
God, or by any other law which in its entirety we even pretend 
to obey ; that, so far from being forbidden by Scripture, they 
are permitted by Scripture, and are held laudable and right by 
the especial people to whom that Scripture was delivered ; that 
they are practised (by dispensation) even in Catholic countries, 
and are sanctioned by the laws of every Protestant country but 
our own ; that they are held valid and pure by most of the highest 
authorities among ourselves; and are of daily occurrence, in 
spite of the prohibitory law of 1835, among all classes even 
here—(1,648 having been celebrated between 1835 and 1847, of 
which 75 were among high class civilians, 30 among clergymen, 
1,503 among the middle ranks, and 40 among labourers and 
mechanics),—surely it is time to bring the law in conformity with 
the sense of the community since we cannot bend the sense of the 
community into submission to an unnatural and unwarrantable 
law ;—surely it is time to assume a tenable position and com- 
mence a consistent course of action, and either punish these 
marriages as sinful, or legalise them as innocent. At present we 
denounce, but we cannot prevent: we prohibit, but no specific 
penalty is attached to the probibition. 





THE “ MONITEUR” ON THE NEGOTIATIONS. 


Last week we published the bulk of the article which appeared 
in the Moniteur on the war, chiefly on the expedition to the East, 
and now we must lay before our readers from the same journal 
the substance of an article on the negotiations. As a narrative 
of an important series of events, it has great interest, and all the 
further interest of being authorised by the French Government. 
The origin of the great strife is thas described :— 

This great struggle at frst began by a small claim brought against Turkey 
on the ground of concexsions she had granted in favour of the Latins in the 
Holy Land. Rassia only wanted « pretext. For her the tomb of Christ was 
only the stepping block to her dominion. Bat it was not on that sacred stone 
that the peace of the world was to be dashed. The Government of the Em- 
peror of the French, by regulating that question in the most equitable manner, 
forced the Cabinet of St Petersburg to unmask its real thoughts. Every one at 
once discovered that Russia had only originated the discussion to open the 
Bosphorus to her sovereignty. The forced interpretation which she drew 
from the treaty of Kainarcji was, in fact, nothing else than the moral fall of 
the Saltan. The question then ceased to be a religious one—and became po- 
litical. The whole of Europe found itself en in it. Russia wished to 
dominate at Constantinople. It was to prevent her. Ruasia, 
taistress of the Biack Sva, having only to extend her hand to touch the Boe- 
phorus, placed the Mediterranean under menace of the fleets of Sebastopol. In 
advancing towards the Dardanelles she brought her frontiers to the shores of 
the Mediterranean. Wherever her vessels could reach her preponderance wag 

' ured. From her imacoessible ports she touched all empires and all king-

Yet that was a warniog worthy of record, for it proved that 
Russia from the creeks of the Euxine, by the domination of the Straits, couid 
reach to the entrance of rhe Adriatic. 

So early as 1812, when Russia was at war with Austria, the 
Emperor Alexander had laid down the plan for rousing against her 
the Sclavonic population in her dominions, and had commenced 
that great scheme of stirring them up to form a union with all their 
brethren under the Czar; and were this plan now successful— 
were (the paper continues) 

The heirs of Peter the Great to ever dominate at Constantinople by the 
Black Sea, Austria, surrounded, embraced on ali sides by the powerful arm of 
Rassias, would be at the mercy of an enterprise such asthe daring mind of 
the Emperor Alexander had conceived, Hungary, open to its action by the 
Danube, would be given up to all the excitements of its remembrances, The 
Adriatic, exposed to the brusque attack of a Slave coalition, would cease to be 
the outlet and bulwark of the Austrian empire, and the key of the Gulfof 
Trieste might pass by a surprise from Vienna to St Petersburg. Thus, then, 
there is nothing more legitimate, more necessary, and more jast before God 
and universal conscience then this resistance for which the two naval Govern- 
ments of the West gave the signal in the month of April, 1854. 

After adverting to the Emperor's declaration that France had 
no idea of encroachment, that the time of conquest was passed, 
and after justifying the deference to Austria and the wish to have 
her aid, the document passes to the statement of the four points 
laid down as the basis of peace, which are thus explained and 
defended :— 

The first of the four conditions, by putting an end to the protectorate of 
Rus-ia in the principalities of Moidayie, Wallachis, and Servis, and by pi 
their privileges under the collective guarantee of the Great Powers, takes away 
from the Cabinet of St Petersburg the rights whieh it pretended to hold from 
ancient treaties, and which were only the means for subjagating those popula- 
tions, for dominating Turkey, for approaching Austria on her most vulnerable 
side, and for troubling the whole of Europe. 

The second, by stipulating the free navigation of the Danube, liberates the 
commerce of all natione, especially of Austrie, from the moral and material 
obstacles that impede it, and throws open the mouths of that great river to the 
States of which it forms the wealth and the defence. 

The fourth, by delivering Turkey from the pretensions of Raveia to a religious 
protectorate over the Greek subjects of the Sultan, nevertheless assures more 
than ever freedom of conscience, at the same time that it destroys the eupre- 
macy which the Czare arrogated to themselves, the political object of which, 
the better to impose, was concealed under a religious mask, 

As regards the third of those conditions—that which has for its object to put 
an endto the preponderance of Russia in the Black Sea—we have reserved it 
expressly as the most important and most contested, eo as to explain it here 
categorically. First of all, how must it be understood? Evidently anything 
equivocal on 80 grave a point cannot suit any one. The Allied Governments, 
who have a consciousness of the justice of their pretensions, have not feared de- 
fining them. Russia has turned the Black Sea into a Raseian lake; she has 
gradually founded maritime establishments there of the first clase; she has 
accumulated there, with as much perseverance ar mystery, consideracle naval 
forces, and it may be said that by that exclusive domination of the Black Sea 
she has placed Constantinople in a permanent state of siege. 

But the most important part of the paper is the reply which it 
gives to the argument that France and England, not having taken 
ye are not justified ic demanding a limitation to the power 
of Russia :— 

It is eaid to the Allied Powers, “ You ask a concession from Rusels, which 
at most might be the price of the surrender of and that place is 
still held by the Russian army.” Oar reply is this, ** The law of nations grante 
that a portion of what is obtained by war may be kept by peace. We have 
not yet taken Sebastopol, it is true; but what is Sebastopol at the present 
moment to Russia? Itis no longer a naval port, as her ficet, sunk at the 
mouth of the harbour, or shut up behind that insurpassable barrier, is with- 
drawn from the struggle. The Black Sea is the battle-field which we here 
won ; or, if they like it, which has been abandoned to us by the enemy. The 
Ru-sian flag could not show itself there. Our ships and those of Eogland 
and Turkey navigate it in every sense. Itsdomination has changed haads. It 
has gone from Sebastopol to Constantinople.” 

Who compels us to give up this pledge? Ie not such a situacion the very 
best we could have? And not only do we ocoupy the Biack Ses, but we be- 
siege Seba-topol, we are fortified at Kamiesch aud at Balaklava. Omar Pacha 
is entrenched at Eupatoria; Odessa is menaced by our fleets. What oa2 
Rassia do? Could she suffer for any length of time without detriment to her 
moral strength and without ruin to her commerce the blockade that will shat 
her upin every part of the Black Sea and in the Baltic? Could she live ia 
that paralysis which in her strikes the vital principle of natione—tnat is to say, 
movement, action, the right of exporting and e her aod 
which would condemn her to isolation, sterility, impotency, ia the immensity 
of herempire? To ask Russia to limit her naval forces, or to neatralise the 
Black Sea—that is to say, to exclude therefrom all vessels of war, to what- 
ever nation they belong, is therefore to exact from her much less than we have 
acquired by war, and that it depends on our ourselves to maintain without aa 
effort. In fact, whet does it require to prevent Rassia from ever entering the 
Black Sea again ? Four men-of-war of each of the maritime Powers, Franee, 
Eogland,and Turkey. Such a cruising squadron would suffice to occupy the 
Bisck Sea and to transplant ite domination from the shores of the Crimea to the 
entrance of the Bosphorus, 

What Russia has lost, whst she cannot recover by war, no matter how long, 
isher preponderance over the East. Whatshe may legitimately ask 108 eM 
of influence in the affairs of the world. She would fiad, if needs be, 8 68 
tion of all States to restrain her ambition ; but no one wishes to eT 
her. What is acked from her Europe has the right, and the daty, to exect. 
she grants it, the peace of the world is assured, the object of the Allied Powers 
attained. If she refuses, war will continue and decide. ‘ h 

This is a very striking passage, but it leads irresistibly to ¢ i 
conclusion that the occupation of the Black Sea by the -— 
fleets and the defence of Turkey by the allied —objec 

quite consistent wich all this reasoning and quite just—would ne 

attained all the purposes of the war. Whether so intended ne 

not, it begets the conviction that the aggressive invasion of 7

CROSSING SHEEP—COTSWOLDS. 

Every farmer is aware that by crossing two good breeds of sheep 
he obtains an offspring which generally proves profitable for fattening 

urposes; but too many who have found the half-breeds profitable 
fve been led to believe that they can perpetuate the same kind of 
animal by breeding from half-bred sheep on both sides. This is a 
mistake. Numerous attempts have been made to produce a long- 
woolled sheep with the dark face and legs of the South Down, but 





with very indifferent success, The best cross is certainly that produced |, 


from the Cotswold maie and Hampshire Down ewes ; the lambs are 
always large wool bearers, grey-faced, and with much lean meat, the 
last quality being that for which the Down sheep is most prized. 
The Shropshire Down, a larger sheep than the South or Sussex 
Down, which has lately attracted a gooi deal of the attention of 
sheep breeders, is likly to be very use ul for crossing with the 
Cotswold. We are glad to see that our slirewd agriculturiste*north 
of Tweed are being awakened to the value of the Gotawold sheep as 
an improver of their flocks, beth for stock and for the batcher. Ia 
a recent number of the North British Agricuiturist on “ Sheep 
and Crosses,” we fiad the following tribute to the merits of the Cote- 
wold :— 


The Cotewold is the largest framed sheep in the United Kingdom, possess- 


ing early maturity, and producing the heavi~st fleece, which is open, long in | 


the staple, aud of medium fiveness, The tigure of the Cotewold is kaown to 
most of our readers from engravivgs and otherwise, 40 lbs per qr at fourteen 
months old, when fat, is not deemed a very heavy Cotswold. Tha maton is 
coarse, but for the last few years has sold wel’, although the price is usually 
from 1d to 3d per Ib below the des’ Down marton. Ewes eel'om produce 
twine, and are iudifferent nur-es. The weight of fleec-, ewe and hog, averages 
about 7 to8 ibe. There are flocks where tue aver ge weight of the hog clip is 
14 ine, Upwards of 20 10s of wool hare been shorn from a tup hog. We have 
heard of one case of 22 Ibe. ; 

We have given a detailed though brief description of the Cotewold, as the 
breed is vot much koown in Scvtiand, except from report. It is, however, 
coming into more favour in England, and will mo-t probably gain a position in 
Scotland, aed also in Ireland, as it is one of the best oreeds tor hand feeding. 
Within this year or two tups Dave been sold at 100! and upwards, lvl each 
ix an averageg@rice of the tups by some of the most celebrated breeders ia 
Oxfordsbire. ’

In consequence of the recent heavy extent of transactions, the con- 
tinued demand by manufacturers and spinners for higher rates, and an 
anticipated easier state of the cotton market, this market was again less 
active. There was, however, no diminution in the firmness of prices for 


either goods or yarns ruling this day week. 


(From Mr Wm. Mure’s Circular.) 
New Orleans, March 26, 1855. 

The upward tendency in our cotton market, of which I advised you in 
my last two circulars, has received renewed impetus by the intelligence 
received per Africa. The sales have amounted to 13,000 bales, at an 
advance of jc to yc. The demand continues good, but, in consequence of 
the light supply, operations have been limited. The total sales of the 
fortnight amount to 56,000 bales, against the receipt in the same time of 
41,000 bales. Middling Liverpool classification readily commands 8{c, 
and, from the absolute scarcity of the better qualities, good middling is 
worth 9jc to 10c. Freights to all parts have been unusually dull and 
imactive, and a decline has been submitted to. The rate to Liverpool is 
now gd; to Havre, 3c. Of the Crop.—The deficiency in our receipts is 
now 259,000 bales less than last year, and 875,000 dess than the 
year before. Some of the rivers are rising slowing, but it is now evident 
that the expectations at one time entertained, that we would have a 
decline consequent upon heavy arrivals, will not be realised.

Alexaudria, April 6, 1855. 

For the last fortnight our grain markets have ruled dull ; prices have 
sensibly declined, and the operations entered into have been upon a 
limited scale at a reduction of 8 to 10 per cent. upon our last quotations. 
Numerous shipments continue to be made, and the stock of commestible 
in the ploce is now becoming limited. The transactions in cotton have 
been on an average scale, at from 7 to 9} dollars per cantar. Our freight 
market has experienced much activity since our last advices; but 
this temporary impetus begins to subside, owing to numerous arrivals of 
ships the last few days, principally British flags. There are some ships in 
the market still for re-charter, and several expected in ballast from Malta 
and Constantinople, and the depression in our freight market is in- 
creasing hourly, and a few arrivals here will cause a serious decline in 
freights, as there are but few takers of vessels in the market, and the 
geoeral impression here being that the Danube will be closed.

simply a delusion. “In some few cases,”he observes, “ there had 
been an advarce of wages; but this occurred only to skilled 
artisans, and even with them the-rise was wholly incommensurate 
with the increased cost of all the mecessaries of life. The mere 
labourer—he who had nothing to bring to market. but his limbs and 
sinews—did not participate in this partial compensation for high 
prices, but was in most cases an eager competitor for employment 
at the same, or nearly the same, wages as had been given before the 
war., Nor could it well be otherwise, since the demand for labour 
can only increase with the increase of the capital destined fur. the 
payment of wages; and we have» seen Capital was so far 
from being suffered to accumulate, that it was dissipated by the 
Government expenditure more rapidly than it could be aecumu- 
lated by individuals............++..1f we contrast the weekly 
wages at the two periods of 1790 and 1800, of husband 
labourers and of skilled artisane, measuring them both by the quan- 
tity ot wheat which they could command, it will be seen that the former 
could in 1790 purchase 82 pints of wheat, and in 1800 could procure no 
more than 53 pints ; while the skilled artisan who in 1790 could buy 169 
pints, could procure in 1800 only 83 pints. To talk of the prosperous 
state of the country under such a condition of things involves a pal- 
pable contradiction. It would be more correct to liken the situation 
of the community to that of the inhabitants of a town subjected to 
@ general conflagration, in which some became suddenly enrich-d by 
carrying off the valuables, while the mass were involved in ruin and 
destitution,” He goes on to maintain that there is every reason to 
believe that, had it not been for the invention of the spiuning jenny 
and the improvements in the steam-engine, We must have sunk uoder 
the effects which we were then and afterwards calied upon to sustain, 
Farther evidence in support of the directly ruinous tendency of war 
might be adduced, but, as we differ rather in degree than in priaciple, 
I will content myself with observing that the injurious effects of 
war are not always felt in their fall force until the return of 
The Corn Laws sprung from agricultural distress, occasioned . the 
necessary reaction from an unhealthy range of prices. The enormous 
increase of the national debt during the war last referred to has saddled 
us with double the amount of taxation whieh the necessities of Go- 
vernment would otherwise have required. It appears, indeed, diffi. 
cult to resist the conviction that wars of intervention—such as it has 
been the fashion of this country on the smallest provocation and at 
the shortest notice to undertake—must eventually involve us in dis 
astrous embarrassment. Iam no advocate for a servile attitude to. 
wards foreign Powers, nor for neglecting to maintain our naval and 
military establishments on the most effective footing; but I think that 
oftentimes, instead of peering through the spectecies of 
diplomatists at the dim and distant dangers menacing the balance of 
power on the Continent, we should do better:.to look nearer home, 
remove the elements of weakness and of mischief pervading the 
community, and cherish and develop to the utmost the moral snd ma- 
terial resources of our country. Nothing but unlooked-for accidents 
and advantages—such as the discovery of gold-fields or im 
improvements in machinery—can preserve us from ultimate bao 
ruptcy, if we are thus periodically compelled to rush into protract 
wars, and pay our expenses with the aid of borrowed money. With 
reference to the influence of war on the labouring classes—that 18, 00 
the bulk of the population—you would seem to maintuin that those 
classes never earn more than is sufficient for their bare subsistence, 
and consequently in war times they cannot practically earn less. 1n cer- 
tain localities it may be true that the wages of labourers are 80 low a8 
not to bear reduction without involvingas a consequence either starva- 
tion or the workhouse; but, generally speaking, this minimum rate 
of wages has not been reached in this country, and low as are the cir- 
cumstances of multitudes of our fellow-countrymen, the pressure 
high prices and the redundancy of unemployed labourers can certainly 
avail to let them down still iower. Even im the case of those who 
earn barely enough to live upon, irrespective of lodging and clovhing, 
wages will not, as by a mechanical law, rise in proportion to the mil 
in the price of necessaries of life. They will probably rise, but t

: period. Now, the experience of this country had shown the fallacy of 

: € this attractive theory, inasmuch as it had been found impossible so to 





raise the taxation of the country to a point which would be adequate to 
meet the emergency. Having gone into a long argument in sup- 
port of this point, the right honourable gentleman went on 
to say that Her Majesty’s Government had determined upon nego- 
tiating a loan to furnish them with the means of carrying on the 
war. Before going, however, into an explanation of the loan to which 
he had referred, the right hon. gentleman entered into a lengthy review 
of the progressive increase of the national debt, and the different means 
of obtaining money on loan which had been adopted by different Minis- 
ters, and next observed that the Government, instead of imposing a per- 
petual burden upon the country, proposed to render it incumbent on the 
Government, at the end of the year following the signature of a treaty of 
peace, to set aside one million annually until the whole amount of the 
debt it was proposed to contract should be repaid; and in that manner 
a legal obligation would be imposed upon them to provide an instalment 
of that amount per annum for the reduction of the debt. In asking 
this loan, however, he was very glad to say he had negotiated such a 
portion of it as could be obtained on terminable annuities, recognising 
the value of the principle that the nation ought to bind itself to an annual 
reduction of the loan, principal and interest. In order to make up the sur- 
plus of 5,300,000/,which would be required for the service of the country, 
he proposed some additions on the present taxation of the country. 
He proposed, in the first place, an additional duty on sugar of 3s per 
ewt, according to quality, which would produce 1,300,000/. He also 
proposed an increase of 1d per lb on coffee, which would produce 
150,000;; and to increase the duty on tea to 1s 9d, which would bring 
in 750,0007, making a total addition to the revenue from those sources 
of 2,100,000;. With regard to the stamp duties, as they had undergone 
very careful revision, it was not his intention to propose any alteration 
in them, except so far as related to bankers’ cheques, on which he con- 
templated imposing a duty of a penny, which would bring in 200,000/. 
Coming next to the Excise, the only duty with respect to which he 
should propose any alteration would be upon spirits, and he should assi- 
milate the duty on Scotch spirits to that at present existing on English. 
The duty on English spirits was now 7s 10d per gallon, and on Scotch 6s, 
and he proposed to equalise them. The duty on Irish spirits was at present 
4s, but he did not propose, on account of the circumstances of the country, 
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and the encouragement it would give to illicit distillation, to equalise it, 
He intended, however, to raise it to 5s per gall., and he estimated the result 
ofthis increase at one million. He proposed to derive some further in- 
come by an addition to the direct taxes of the country, which had reall 
been heavier in proportion to the indirect taxes; but it was not thought 
desirable to levy a larger sum by indirect taxation, and less by direct. He 
therefore proposed to obtain 3,300,000 by indirect taxation. The ca 
kind of direct taxes at present in existence which he did not deem it re f 
visable to touch were the house tax and assessed taxes, and Her Majesty’s 
Government had therefore come to the conclusion that the best way of 
increasing the income derived by direct taxation would be by imposing 
an increased per centage on the income tax, which was‘one that reached 
the largest number of persons in its operation, and besides would obviate 
the necessity of imposing any new tax. He therefore proposed to obtain 
the remaining two millions by imposing an additional one per cent. on 
the income tax, one million of which would be received within the year 
He would ask, also, to be enabled to take on necessity an issue of 3 mil- 
lions of Exchequer bills, and this would make, as he had stated, the sum 
he had mentioned. The right hon.gentleman then resumed his seat b 
placing in the hands of the chairman (resolutions confirmatory of the 
loan contracted yesterday.

HEALTH OF LONDON DURING THE WEEK,—In the week that ended last 
Saturday, the deaths of 1,347 persons (715 males and 632 females) were Te~ 
aistered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1845-54, 
the average number was 1,035, which, if raised by a tenth part for increase 
of population, becomes 1,138. Hence it appears that a high rate of mortality 
still prevails, the excess of deaths in the present retacn over the estima 
number being 209, Iast week, the births of 912 boys and 806 girls, in all 
1,718 children, were registered in London. In the ter corresponding wee 
or the years 1845-54, the average number was 1,411. At the Royal Observa- 
tory, Greenwich, the meun height of the barometer in the week was 29.519 in. 
The highest readings occurred at the beginning and end of the week, when (hey 
were respectively 29.94 in, and 29.92 in. The mean temperature of the or 
was 47.2 deg. which is 2.1 deg. higher than the average in the same week 
38 years, Thr air became warmer towards the end of the week, and on 
Saturday the mean temperature rose to 50.4 deg. ; and the highest tem, 
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in the week occurred on thet day, and was 63 deg. The lowest temperature 
was 37.2 deg., and occurred on Sunday, on which day svow fell in the north 
of Scotland. The mean dew-point temperature of the week qwas 39.9 deg., and 
the difference between this and the mean air temperature was 7.3 
deg. The wind blew generally from the south-west and west. On Tuesdsy 
there was very active positive electricity, with strong galvanic eurrents, and 
abundance of sparks, and positive electricity was generally shown the rest of 
the week. 





FOREIGN AND COLONIAL. 
FRANCE. 

The Moniteur has published the returns of the indirect taxes and 
revenues of France during the first quarter of 1855. They produced 
211,106,000f, and exceed by 14,941,000f the receipts of the correspond- 
ing period of last year. This amount was formed of the following items:— 
Registry duties, mortgages, &c., 64,232,000f ; stamp duties, 13,787,000f ; 
import duties on corn, 88,000f; import duties on merchandise, 
23,571,000f ; import duties on colonial sugar 7,978,000f; import 
duties on foreign sugar, 6,809,000f ; export duties 252,000f; navigation 
dues, 485,000f ; sundry customs duties and revenues, 571,000f; salt tax, 
6,715,000f ; duty on liquors 22,998,060f; duty on domestic sugar, 
6,758,000/; sundry duties and receipts, 7,138,000f ; sale of tobacco, &c., 
35,619 000f; sale of gunpowder, 1,795,000f; postage of letters, 
11,797,000f ; duty of 2 per cent. on money forwarded through the Post - 
office, 431,000f; fares in mail coaches, 69,000f ; fares in mail packets, 
$,000f ; miscellaneous receipts, 5,000f ; total, 211,106,000f. The items 
which exhibited an increase were :—Registry duties, mortgages, &c., of 
8,260,000f ; stamp duty, 812,000f; import duty on merchandise, 
4,504,000f ; ditto on colonial sugar, 1,144,000f ; ditto on foreign sugar, 
2,594,000f ; navigation dues, 21,000f; sales of tobacco, 1,226,000f ; 
ditto of gunpowder, 58,000f; duty on money forwarded through the 
Post-office, 73,000f ; miscellaneous receipts, 1.000f. Total increase, 
18,742,000f. The items which exhibitedja decrease were :—Import duty on 
corn, 491,000f; export duties, 15,000f; sundry Customs duties and 
revenues, 133,000f; salt duty, 214,000f ; duty on liquors, 727,000f ; 
duty on domestic sugar, 1,486,000f; sundry duties and receipts, 
342,000f ; postage of letters, 307,000f ; fares in mail coaches, 36,000f ; 
ditto in mail packets, 1,000f. Total decrease, 3,801,000f. The monthly 
receipts during the quarter were :—in January, 68,729,000f ; February, 
63,304,000f; March, 79,073,000f. The direct tax, collected on the 31st of 
March last, amounted to 89,651,000f. 

Trade in Paris is at a stand, and is likely to continue so until the open- 
ing of the Universal Exhibition, which is positively fixed for the lst of 
May. The provincial manufacturers are more active than those of Paris. 
Numerous buyers have of late visited Rouen, Mulhausen, Roubaix, Amiens, 
and other industrial districts, and realised large purchases. The manu- 
facturers of Lyons have a'so recovered from their long stagnation, having 
received important orders from Paris, the United States of America, and 
other countries. The corn market has evinced more firmness than last 
week. The rise in flour, however, does not exceed 75 centimes or one 
franc. The prime sorts sel] at from 82f to 83f per sack, and others at 
from 77f t0 81f. The transactions are very limited, the bakers being de- 
termined to abstain from speculating so long as the price of flour main- 
tains itse!f above that at which they are bound to sell their bread. In 
the meantime, the market is abundantly supplied with flour, the stock at 
the Halle exceeding 19,000 quintals, that is, four times more than what 
it was in January last. Wheat hes likewise slightly advanced, and the 
prices from the departments generally come at a rise or extremely firm. 
Marseilles received last week 30,000 hectolitres of wheat, mostly im- 
ported from Egypt. The stock laid in for the army and navy will be 
amply sufficient until next harvest. Little or no business is doing in 
rye, barley, and oats, but prices remain very firm. Butchers’ meat is 
still on the increase, and will soon be beyond the reach of the middle and 
working classes, if the Government does not interfere to check a rise, 
which is certainly not owing to a scarcity of cattle. The wine trade at 
Bercy is rather brisk. Prices are very steady, but without any rise. 
Languedoc brandy sells in Paris at 175f per hectolitre, and in Bordeaux

SPAIN. 

The first article of the bill authorising the sale of ecclesiastical pro- 
perty was adopted by the Cortes on the 16th by 159 votes against 13. 
This article includes the essential provisions of the bill. The Madrid 
‘ournals of the 13th report that the city continued perfectly tranquil. 
The Gazette publishes a circular from the Minister of Public Worship and 
Justice to the bishops, complaining that they and the clergy had not 
supplied the information, which they were some time ago called on 
to produce, for enabling the Government to adopt new arrange- 
ments and regulations relative to the ecclesiastical administration of 


| parishes; and intimates that, if the bishops and clergy do not, without 


delay, communicate what is required, special measures will be adopted 
against them. The journals confirm what was said some days ago as to 
the Pope’s nuncio having presented a protest from his Holiness against 
the religious bases of the constitution, and against the bill for the sale of 
ecclesiastical property. A letter from Saragossa states that seventeen 
of the inhabitants had been arrested for having refused to pay their share 
of a forced loan of 500,000 reals, imposed by the municipality. 





HOLLAND. 
The Netherlands Chamber of Commerce and Manufactures have pre- 
pared an address to the States-General, praying the Legislature to em- 
Hy a series of resolutions for the improvement of the condition of 
emigrants while staying in transitu in Holland. As soon as the Rhine 
boats arrive, their emigrant passengers are pounced upon by a set of 
touters, the most calculating cheats in existence, who, knowing the ina- 
bility of their poor victims—“unfrieaded and unknown”—to make 
any complaints in quarters where they can be redressed, drag them to 
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pothouses, with vermin and filth, and 

advantage of the confidence placed in them on account of ae the 
able to stammer a few words of the language of the fatherland, to rob 
them of their little cash, and to pilfer their articles of clothing. The 
German papers contain from time to time official intimations to intend- 
ing emigrants, that they must not proceed via Holland. Bremen 
encourages emigrants by treating them well when they arrive. Few 
American vessels come to Holland; in 1854 only 4,000 emigrants 
embarked here, while at Bremen 75,000 embarked. 


AMERICA, 

We are in receipt of advices from New York to the 4th inst. From 
Washington we learn that the President had decided against an extra 
session of Congress, and that the action of the Government indicated war- 
like measures relative to the El Dorado and other outrages committed 
by the Cuban authorities. 

Much excitement had been created in consequnc? ofa report that 
Colonel Lewis L. Taylor, formerly clerk in the office of the first auditor, 
had forged the name of Jefferson Davis, Secretary of War, to notes 
amounting to 10,000 dols or 20,000 dols. He had left the city. 

An examination into the facts connected with the enlistment of recruits 
for the British Foreign Legion had taken place. Fifteen had been ar- 
rested at Philadelphia as they were leaving that city on board a steamer 
for New York. ‘The number that had been raised in Philadelphia was 
estimated at 500. Upon this subject it was reported from Halifax that 
official orders had been issued to provide rations for 500 recruits for the 
army in the Crimea expected to arrive from the United States. Jn New 
York a person named J. R Bucknell, said to be an officer of the British 
army, had been arrested and sent to Philadelphia charged with enlisting 
persons for this object. Mr Bucknell represented himself as an engineer 
engaged in emp/oying men to work on railroads in Texas. 

At an election at Cincinnati a savage riot had occurred between the 
Dutch and the Americans. The ballot-boxes were destroyed, and it could 
not be ascertained which party had elected their candidate. Several 
severe encounters took place, and the Dutch paraded the streets with a 
loaded cannon bidding defiance to the Americavs. The la‘ter, however, 
turned the table upon their opponents by seizing the cannon and using 
it against them. The result was that three of the Dutch were killed. The 
American party, one of whom was severely wounded, formed in procession 
and paraded the streets with a loaded cannon. The Germans took pos- 
session of the cannon, which had been left on the public landing, and 
conveyed it to the Freemasens’ hall. The Americans had sent a com- 
mittee to demand its restoration, threatening, if it were not delivered up, 
to go and take it. 

From the Sandwich !slands we learn that the new King had issued a 
neutrality proclamation, and a notification that the Governments of Great 
Britain and France and the United States had offered him assistance to 
maintain his Government. 

From Mexico we learn that Santa Anna had returned to the capital, 
and had been received with demonstrations of joy. The revolution was 
said to be losing ground. 

In New York business continued without improvement. Stagnation 
prevailed in every department of trade. Capitul was abundant at 6 to 7 
per cent. on call loans. In the stock market there was a slight conces- 
sion in prices on the part of sellers. In foreign exchange the transactions 
were only to a moderate extent, and sterling closed less firmly at 93 to 10}.

WEST INDIES. 

Advices at hand this week state that the House of Assembly at 
Jamaica was st'll in session. Theis'and generally was healthy, but busi- 
ness was extremely dull. For two weeks previous to the departure of 
the packet, scarcely any commercial business had been transacted, and, 
beyond a moderate demand from the country for fish, the markets con- 
tinued stationary. American provisions moved off only in retail quan- 
tities, and stocks continued to accumula'e, with but little probability of 
the demand equalling the supply. In dry goods importers were literally 
doing nothing. Irish butter, although in large supply, would not com- 
mand more than 14d, and that only in small quantities. Brandy con- 
tinued to be sold in retail quantities at 18s to 19s for choice marks. In 
cornmeal stocks were large, but no inquiry whatever. Corn was also in 
large supply. The flour market was exce~dingly flat, and freights were 
du'l, with the demand fully supplied. in exchange, 90 days bills on 
London were quoted at 1 per cent. premium; 60 days, 1} ditto; mer- 
chants’ bills, 4 per cent. discount. On New York, 60 days’ bills realised 
2 to 2 per cent. . 

Advices from St Lucia state that trade continued dull, and sugar- 
making, which was in full cperation throughout the island, seemed to 
disappoint the expectations of the planters. The canes, although fine to 
look at, from some cause, yielded comparatively little saccharine matter; 
consequently the crop will fall short of the average, while the cost of reap- 
ing, as a consequence, becomes enhanced. Want of labour was still 
severely felt, and no probability of its being supplied presented itself. 
Several vessels were expected, and freights ruled low. The market was 
fairly supplied with American provisions. Fresh beef had risen 1d per 
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ib, in consequence of the slaughterhouse fees being exacted. E 

had fallen. Bank draughts at 90 days’ sight were at par ; those at 60 
were selling at 482} dols; and 30 days at 485 dols: Private bills at 90 
days were 5 dols below par, while the premiums on draughts on New 
York at 30 days’ sight were reduced to $ per cent. 

At Grenada the provision market was well supplied, and little altera- 
tion had taken place in prices. The crops had been somewhat interrupted 
by rain, and the want of dry fuel was generally complained of where 
manufacturing operations had commenced. There were several European 
vessels in the bays waiting for freights. 


INDIA. 

The mercantile advices from India are not favourable, for although the 
reguiar advices from Calcutta, extending to the 8th of March, represent 
an improvement in the demand for manu'actured goods, with increased 
ease to the money market and a rise in Government securities, telegra- 
phic accounts, via Bombay, to the 18th of that month, show that an 
entire change was to be expected in consequence of the financial opera- 
tions of the Government. It will be remembered that last year there 
was an exchange made from the five to four per cent. local stock, and it 
was consequently supposed that there would be no return to the former 
rate. The state of the treasuries at several presidencies appears since 
then to have become such as to requirea fresh loan, which was made 
public on the 13th of March. The amount is for 275 100,000 rupees, or 
about 2,000,000/ sterling. The effect of this measure had been to cause 
a fearful fall in the value of the various Government securities, and much 
depression on the confidence of the public. Money was becoming scarce 
and in demand at Bombay, and the loan had met with very unpromising 
success. Trade was again very dull, the late improvement not having 
been maintained, and a pressure ot sales kept prices from recovering. 


Bompay, March 18.—The principal feature of interest in the money 
market since our last report has been the notification issued by the Go- 
vernment on the 13th instant, that the Government of India had opened 
a 5 per cent. loan for public works to the amount of 275,000,000 rupees, 
of which 50 laks would be received at Bombay. The effect of this mea- 
sure has of course been a heavy fall in all descriptions of Government se- 
curities, which are now in some cases 10 per cent. lower than last quota- 
tions. The slight improvement which was apparent in our import 
market at the date of our last commercial advices has, since the holidays, 
made no progress, but, on the contrary, has rather receded, the specula- 
tive feeling having entirely died away, and our present report must be a 
repetition of the same dismal chvracter whic we have been so long com- 
pelled to issue. Holders have again been freely pressing sales, and a fair 
amount of transactions have changed hands in cotton goods, but the 
market has been unab‘e to support prices previously current, and the effect 
which this new 5 per cent. loan above alluded to must have upon trade can- 
not but be injurious, inasmuch as causing greater stringency in our money 
market, and naturally affecting business, by stopping any speculative ten- 
dency that might otherwise arise, and this coup'ed with the advanced 
season no amelioration to the present state of business can be looked for, 
we fear. Exports—Cotton Wool: The market has been very dull the past 
fortnight, and few purchases have been made,the transactions not exceeding 
1,000 bales, mostly on native account, at a slight concession in price on 
those ruling last mail; but, as the new crop is now beginning to arrive, 
though in very smal! parcels as yet, more activity may be looked for as 
the season advances, as an increased desire for shipment to China is show- 
ing itself, there being several fine clipper vessels laid on the berth for that 
quarter. The quality of what has as yet arrived of the new crop proves 
inferior in colour, being much stained, owing to the lateness of the rains. 
Tonnage—Notwithstanding Government have taken up several vessels 
of late for the conveyance of invalids to England, and that our supply of 
tonnage is far from abundant, rates have gone down, and to Great Britain 
we quote them dull at 2/ 10s to 3/ 12s 6d per ton measurement ;{seeds, 
8717s 6d; oil, 5¢ per ton. To China, according to the last engagement, 
which was for a round sum, 6 rs per candy. Exchange—Since our last 
we have very little alteration to report, the China mail bringing a mode- 
rate supply of China drawn credits, which caused a slight advance, and 
the business done may be quoted 2s 1 3-16d to 2s 1 5-26d for credit, and 
2s 1 3-8d to 2s 14d for documents. The tendency at the close is to slightly 
advanced rates. On Calcutta we now quote 99} rs at sight, and 984 at 
60 days’ sight ; on Madras, 98 rs at 30 days’ sight; and on China, 220 rs 
at 60 days’ sight. 


_ Carcutra, March 8.—Our produce market remains in the same inac- 
tive state it has been in for some time past. Indigo is less brisk, but the 
bulk of the crop of good description is provided for. Rice is still going 
forward, but everything else is dull. We at last have the pleasure to an- 
nounce a more healthy appearance in the piece goods market ; advices 
from up country assume a better colour; the money markets are easier, 
and although sales are being made at a sacrifice on the cost, still goods 
are being moved off, and godowns require to be replenished at the lower 
rates ruling here; we consequently look for considerable activity in our 
import market, although, except in some few articles, at no advance in 
values ; for the lower cost at which goods are now b- ing shipped at home, 
will enable importers to sell them off on arrival, so that no good can re- 
sult from holding off for higher prices.

uThe Hanover Gazette says:— We have received froma very relia~ 
ble source the confirmation of the news that the United States, to- 
wards the end of March, denounced to Denmark all the treaties 
existing between these two countries relative to the Sound dues.” 

Immense quantities of wine are landed at Guernsey from Portu- 
gal, and there bottled and imported into this country at Southamp- 
ton, and placed in bond in the docks there. Great quantities of wine 
are also bottled in Southampton, exported to Guernsey, and reim- 
ported and bonded at the former place. The reason of this is that 
wine cannot be bottled in bond before the duty is paid unless it be 
for exportation. By the above contrivances wine can be bottled, 
which is necessary to bring it to perfection, and the duty is not paid 
on it until it is wanted for consumptior, The bottled wine is bonded 
in slate bins in underground stores in the Southampton docks. The 
practice of importing and reimporting wine in bottles from Guernsey 
has been going on tor some considerable time, and there is an im- 
mense stock of it at Southampton. It is remarkable the little waste 
the above practices cause. A whole cargo is shipped, performs a 
voyage, and is landed and stored with the breakage only of three or 
four bottles. 

In alluding tothe state of the wheat crop in the north-western 
portions of the United States, the Albany Argus observes :—“ We 
learn that the prospect of the wheat crop in the no: th-west was never 
better. In Jowa, alarge quantity bas been sown, but so great is the 
emigration to that State, aud so rapidly did it fill up last season, that 
a large portion of the surplus wili be required for the new settlers 
there and in Kansas and Nebraska. Throughout Illinois, it is repre- 
sented that the crop never looked better. ‘The bigh prices of the last 
few years, and the almost certainty that there will be but little abate- 
ment during the present year, have stimulated the farmers to sow an 
extent beyond precedent. And the same may be said of Wisconsin. 
The prospect there is that the abundant crop of last year will be euc- 
ceeded by one equally as good this. We hear good reports, too, from 
Indiana and Michigan. On the whole, if no untoward « vent inter- 
poses between now and harvest, the north-west, which is in fact the 
granary of the Union, will turn out a surplus.” ne wt 

The report of Mr Buchanan, the Government emigration officer at 
Quebec, has been received. I: appears that the number of passengers 
who arrived in Quebec lest year was 53,183, winch, compered with 
1853, shows an incresse of 16,484, or about 45 per cent., the emi 
tion having been larger than in any previous year since 1847. Of 
this number 18,175 sailed from England (three-fourths of them from 
Liverpoo!), 16,168 from Ireland, 6,446 from Scotland, 5,709 from 
Norway, 5,688 from Germany, and 857 from New Brunswick ; bat 
the emigration from Liverpool cluded 4,268 irish, 727 Scotch, 4,169 
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Germans, 1,140 Norwegians and Swedes, and 58 Americans. Besides 
these, 295 Germans sailed from Hall, and 255 trom Dublin. 

The next series of public wool sales will commecne on the 3d May. 
The imports since the close of last sales, tog-ther with the stock then 
remaining unsold, consist of the following :—Sydney, 5,695 bales ; 
Port Philip, 19,214 bales; Van Diemen’s Lund, 1,119 bales; Ade- 
laide, 380 tales; Cape, 7,537 bales; New Zealand, 35 bales; East 
India, 3,500 bales ; total, 37,480 bales. 

The freight market continues dull—the demand for tonnage being 
generally very limited and exhibiting an apparent determination on 
the part of merchants to restrict engagements to very narrow limits 
during the present aspect of affairs in the political world. The Go- 
vernment demand for transports has ceased (except for steam vessels 
at moderate rates), and the large fleet of ships arriving daily is ac- 
cordingly thrown on the market for employment.

The last number of the official Departements-Tidning contains the

their natura! resources. 

Advices from Ceylon to the 15th March inform us that the pearl 
fishery was attracting considerable attentivn, after a barren interval 
of nearly twenty years. The shipments of coffee to March 10 were 
191,983 cwts against 186,328 cwts to the same period last year—an ex- 
cess of 5,610 cwts. The increase was entirely in plantation kinds ; 
native showing a decrease. Cinnamon, oil, and cuir showed a large 
increase as weil as coffee. Freights had remained high, but arrivals 
from Australia will keep them trom going much beyond the average 
rate. 

The Bremen Handelsblait affirms that the French Government 
have of late taken up the matter of the Sound dues with a view to 
put an end to the abuse, and have demanded full information on the 
subject through the Marquis de Moustier, the French Ambassador at 
Berlin. In Holland, also, the agitation agaiast the Sound dues is 
beginning to excite public attention. 

he Bersenhalle circulates the report that Austria is endeavouring 
to form a customs uaion with Prussia and Germany. It is said that 
her efforts are witnessed with satisfaction by the commercial men of 
Prussia, and that several chambers of commerce have passed resolu- 
tions to that end. 

Experiments are about to be made in several departments to natu- 
ralise a species of pea peculiar to Chins, which yields both vil and 
flour. The oil scarcely differs from that of colza or rapeseed, and 
the Chinese use it largely in their culinary preparatioas. The flour 
is made into a paste, which, after being left to ferment, is seasoned 
with oi), pepper, salt, or other ingredients. It becomer, in a few 
days, of a brownisk colour, and possesses excellent digestive quali- 
ties. So prepared, it is rather dear, but the poorer classes merely 
fry the paste in oil, and it issold to them in slices in the markets. 
The preparations of the oil and paste of the pea in question is a 
branch of industry in several provinces; but it is at Ning-Po, capital 
of Che-Kiang, that it is chiefly carried on. Every year. in fact, 
thousands of junke, freighted with the paste and oil, leave Ning Po 
for the different ports of the Celestial Empire. 

The rate of charge tor despatches by the telegraphic line from 
Paris to Belgrade is fixed at 30f for a despatch ot 25 words, and to 
Giurgevo at 35". From 26 to 50 words ihe price is doubled, and from 
41 to 100, tripled. The price from Paris to Bonifacio is fixed at 
22f 50c for 25 words, and to Cagliari, in Sardinia, at 27f 50c; also 
doubled and tripled as above. 

A blue book, issued ou Tuesday, contains the report of the Com- 
missioners appointed to inquire iuto the locel charges upon shipping 
in the ports of the United Kingdom and the Chanvel Islands. The 
commission was appoiwted in March, 1853. The present report is the 
result of the commussioners’ inquiries as to the local charges on the 
ships and on goods carried therein, levied in Ireland. It appears that 
the local charges levied in the sister kingdom arc, in their legal 


mature, very similar to those levied in England, £0 that the remarks ‘ 


in the first report, on the origin aud nature of English dues, might, 
with scarcely any alteration, be repeated as applicable to those of 
Ireland. They are either levied by a common Jaw title, dating 
its Origin from a time when the law of the two countries was nearly 
identical, or are created by acts of Parliament. In Ireland, however, 
there is no geueral system uoder which the Jocal superiatendence ot 
public harbours is secured, nor is there avy general system by which 
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servancy, The nature of the dues on ships and goods carried 

does not differ from similar dues levied in Englaad, and the 

to which they are applied are very similar. There are 

taxes remaining in force in Dublin and Cork, of which a fall explana- 
tion is given in the report before us, and the commissioners do not think 
it can be doubted that it is desirable the Customs duties should be 
levied in one uviform manner, or that the existence of these 

duties is in itself objecctionable ; and they recommend, therefore 
that the exceptional taxation in Dublin, amounting to about 3,000; 
a yeur, should cease, and that at Cork the Harbour Commigsionerg 
should raise the necessary revenue by harbour rates in the ordinary 
manner. 

Ia addition to the Education Bills of Sir J Pakington and Lord 
Joho Russell, we have now a bill “ to establish Free Schoolg in, 
England and Wales,” brought in by Mr Milaer Gibson, Mr Cobden 
and Mr Headiam. It contains 27 clauses. The objects of the bill 
are to establish in every “school district” formed under the act: 
1. Day-schools for the instruction of children above six yearg of 
age, in reading, writing, grammar, arithmetic, book-keeping, geo. 
graphy, and history, common things, useful knowledge generally, and 
needlework (in the case of the girls), and in addition to this there 
will be inculcated a strict regard to the moral virtues ; 2.

Nicholas,” the account of whose death we shall quote:— 





THE DEATH-BED OF NICHOLAS. 

About the 18th of Februxry, Dr Mandt, who had not hitherto felt any serious 
alarm, thought that a second physician should be eummoned. The Emperor 
treated the request with levity, but consented that his physician in ordinary, 
Dr Karell, should be consulted. On the 19th of February, by De Mandt’s 
order, the Emperor kept his bed. The Empreas was also confined to 
her room; aud as her apartment and that of her husband were on 
different floors, the august invalids had not direct communication. The 
state of the Emperor grew daily worse; he no longer slept; his cough was 
incessant; but etill repose was intolerable to him. A review of a corpe of in- 
fantry of the Guard, which was about to proceed to Lithaanis, bad for some 
time been announced ; in epite of the moat intense frost he declared his reso- 
lution of holding the review on the 220d. “ Sire,’ eald one of hie physicians,

mon soldier to quit the hospital in the state in which you are, for he would be 
sure that his patient would re-enter it still worse.’ “Tie well, gentlemen,” 
answered the Emperor; “ you have done your duty, now I am going to do | 
mine ;” and upon this heentered the sledge. Ia passing along the ranks of 1 
his soldiers his air of suffering and continual cough betrayed his condition. || 
Oa his return he said, “I am bathed in perspiration.” Before going home 
he called upon Prince Dolgorouki, the Minister of War, who was ill, and, more 
prudent tor him than for himself, he urged him not to go out too soon. He | 
passed the evening with the Emprese, but complained of cold and kept on 
his cloak. 

The imprudence of the Emperor brought on a severe relapse, and from that 
time he remained in his little working cabinet, whence for come days he con- 
tinued to issue orders respecting the defence of Sebastopol, and the other emei- 
gencies which arose. His uneasiness and depression were much increased by 
the unsuccessfal attack of Russia against the Turks at Eupatoria; and on 
the lat of March his powerful intellect was shaken and some delirium was ob- 
served, 

When hope seemed to be at ap end the Empress, who had quitted her own 
apartment to attend upon him, prevailed on herself, by a violeat effort, to 4 
pose to her husband to receive the Sacraments. At the beginning of Lent 
commenced the religious exercises of the seasov, and from Monday to aoe 
day inclusive had daily becn present at divine service.

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Mojesty,” said the physician, “ that the disease is becoming serious ; the right 

lung is attacked.” On this the Emperor asked, “Do you mean to say that it 

is threatened with paralysis?’ The doctor replied, “If the disease does not 
yield to our efforts, euch may indeed be the result, but we do not yet observe 
it, and we still have hopes of seeing you restored.” “Ah!” said the Emperor 
“now I comprehend my state; now I know what I have to do.” 

The Emperor dismissed hie physician and summoned the hereditary Prince, 
He calmly imparted to him his hopeless condition, adding, “I trast you have 
not yet said, and will not say, anything to your mother. Send for my confessor.” 
The Archpriest Bajanoff was already in the Palace. The Empress entered 
at the same moment, and, when the archbishop began the prayers which pre- 
cede confession, the Emperor gave his blessing to her and his son, who was 
kneeling by his bedside, and they then withdrew. 

The confession completed, the Emperor make the sign of the Cross and 
said, “I pray the Lord to receive meinto his bosom.’ According to his de- 
sire, the communion was administered to him in presence of the Empress and 
the Czarowitch, and he received it in the full possession of his consciousness, 
with pious compunction and perfect resignation. Having recited the whole 
Credo with tolerable firmness of voice, he next sent for the Czarevna, the 
Grand Duke Constantine Nicolaiewiteh, the Grand Duchesses Alexandra- 
Josephowna, Marie-Nicolaiewna, Helene-Paviowne, and his grandchildren, 
all of whom were sitting in the adjoining apartments. He annouuced to 
them with firmness his approaching end, took a separate leave of each, and 
gave them his blessing. The words which he uttered at that solema moment 
will remain graven in the hearts of all who heard them. The Empress 
exclaimed, “ On God! could I not die with you?” He said, “ You 
must live for them,” and, turning towards the Czarowitch, he thus 
continued: “You know that all my anxiety, all my efforts had for 
their object the good of Russia; my desire was to labour till I could leave you 
the Empire thoroughly organised, protected from ali danger from without, 
completely tranquil and happy; but you see at what a time and under what 
circumstances I die. Such, however, seems to be the will of God. Your bur- 
den will be heavy.” The Czarowitch in teara answered him, “ If I am destined 
to loge you, I have the certainty that above also you will pray to God for Rus- 

| sia and for us all, and you will ask His aid that | may be able to sustain the 
| burden which He will have imposed upon me.” The Emperor then said, “ Yee, 
| I have always prayed for Russia and for youall. There also I will pray for 

| you. Do you,” eaid he, addressing the entire circle which surrounded him, 
, and pointing to the Empress, “ remain always as hitherto closely united by 
family love.” 

The Emperor afterwards sent for Count d’Adierberg (the Comptroller of his 
Household), Count Orloff, and Prince Dolgorouki, the Minister of War. He 
thanked them in affecting terms for their faithful services and tried devotion 
recommended them to his succes:or, gave them his benediction, and bid them 
farewell. He next wished to see his domestic servants, and the old grenadiers 
of the palace, and addressed words of consolation and encouragement to each 
of them. To Madame Rohbrbeck, First Bedchamber Woman to the Emprese, 
he said, ‘‘I fearthat I have not eufficiently thanked you for the care which 
you took of the Empress when she was last ill; be to her for the future what 
you have been in my lifetime, and ealute my beautiful Peterhoff the firet time 
you go there with her.” Then, addressing the Csarowitch and Count d’Adler- 
berg, he gave hie last orders concerning his obsequies; selected himself the 
apartment of the ground-floor of the palace where his mortal remains were to 
be laid out, as wel: as the position of his tomb in the cathedral of the Apostles 
Peter and Paul. He ordered that his funeral should be conducted with the 
least possible display, without a splendid catafalque, or magnificence of orna- 
ments when he was laid io state, in order to avoid an expenditure which could 
ill be spared from the requirements of the war. 

It was he himself who wished that his approaching death should be an- 
nounced by telegraph to Moscow and Warsaw. While he was occupied in the 
mournful duties, with the same firmness as he would have engaged in full 
health ia the government of his empire, it was announced that the son of 
Prince Menschikoff had arrived with letters from his father, He refased to 
take notice of them, saying, ‘‘Could even that attach me again to earth ?” 
It seemed that from that time he considered himself to have abdicated, and to 
have resigned all his power into the hands of his successor. The day before, 
the Emperor had kept his eldest son for several hours alone near bis bed to 
give him his lact directiony, His second son, the Grand Duke Constantine, 
had been present during a part of the interview. Two or three times in the 
course of that last and solemn conversation the Duke Alexander, strongly 
impressed with what his father said, went into the next room te write down, 
on the spot, the exact words which he had heard. Oa the 2nd of Marcb, at 
noon, after having remained for more than an hour withvut being able to arti- 
culate a syllable, and ecarcely able to breathe, Nicholas recovered for a few 
minutes the power of speech, but could only recommend his son Alexander to 
thank the garrison of Sebastopol io his nanfe. Nearly the last words he arti- 
culated were in French, “ Dites a Fritz (bis brother-in-law, Kiog of Prussia) 
de rester le meme pour la Russie et de ne pas oublier les paroles de papa,” 

The dying Emperor still preserved his consciousness when ihe confessor be- 











































him with a weak but calm voice. Speech soon failed him—be made a siga 
for the holy father to approach, pressed his hand, kissed the cress sus- 
pended about the confessor’s neck, and gave it to be understood, by motions 
of his eyes and hands towards the Empress and his successor, that he was 
praying for them. Up to the last moment he did not relinquish the hands of 
his wife and his heir, and, while still pressing them, he expired at twenty 
minutes past noor. 

Thus ended the life of the Emperor Nicholas, on a bed of hay and having 
for a coverlet a eoldie:'s cloak; showing in his iast momente, in presence of 
impending, and, till lately, unexpected death, a stoical resignation aod an em- 


taking a Jast leave of his family, his friends aud servants, with an affection, 
and even tenderness, which would have been remarkable ia a man of the 
mildest nature, yet able to tear himself from these emotions to dictate to hiv 
son his last instiuction-, and to open to the inheritor of hie power the deepest 
secrets of his policy.

pretend toserve us. The dealers, though the object of literary, legie- 
lative, and much genteel wrath, only share, we regret to say, in @ 
general corruption, Fraud masked and plunder dignified are general 
habits. The article will help to cure the local evil, and contribute to 
the general health. Mr Hassell's book receives, aud the Lancet’s com- 
mission deserves, much approbation. “ Lhe Forester” will increase the 
knowledge much required ia Engiand of the management of wood- 
lands, only of late years become an object of attentioa to landowners.

eyes of the policeman io plain clothes who reports to Inspector N., or 
that other still more watchful public officer who writes letters to the 
Editor of the Times. ‘The “many-headed monster of papal usurpa- 
tion,” id est the Order of Jesus, has long takin its place among the 
numberiess “things that were, but are not,” such as alchemy, astro- 
logy, agricultural proteetion, and spiritual magnetism. 

This opinion, which we have long held, has been confirmed by the 
perusal of the volume whose title we have given above, and all the 
more strikingly coufirmed, that Dr Michelsen is one of thosé to whom 
Jesuitism is still a bugbear of a fearful magnitude, who tells us with 
the gravest possible face, that no nation, “however great its political 
freedom, is safe against the intrigues of these monastic adventurers,” 
that “no democratic constitution can prove a sateguard agaiust their 
diabolical powerand machinations.” Dr Michelsen has compiled care- 
fully and we have read attentively, yet, when we come to the end of 
the volume, we ask ourselves for the sum total of the mischief done by 
this terrific engine of superstition, and we find that itis not much more 
than is done by halt as many crazy philanthropists, or by one-tenth 
of their number ot ranting demagogues, It is true, Dr Michelsen tells 
us, that “in Ireland Jesuitism stalks abroad almost unmasked; and it 
has become, with its daylight assassinations and wholesale murders, 
almost a disgrace to civilised nations;” but then we only quote the 
passage in order to express our most marked disapproval of so unphi- 
losophical, sweeping an aseertion in a work pretending to be historical, 
‘The qualification—almost—is rather curious. However, if Jesuitism 
marches in the same proportion as the above-mentioned crimes, we 
venture to assert that it is dying out fast even in its last stronghold. 

We must leave both the Jesuits and their historian. ‘The volume 
pretends to be no more than a compilation; it is a useful one, and will 
repay @ perusal.

Tne present Bank accounts show an increase of circulation, 
614,3521; a decrease of public deposits, 3,288,255; an increase of 
private deposits, 2,836,921; an increase of securities, 257,0371, 
made up of an increase of public securities of 646.9641, and a 
decrease of private securities of 389,927/; a decrease of bullion, 
56,166/; anincrease of rest, 37,853/; and a decrease of reserve, 
627,636/. 

The great alterations in the condition of the Bank shown by 
these returns are Chiefly due to the payment of the dividertds, 
which has transferred large sumssfrom the public deposit account 
to the private deposit account ; while private securities have con- 
tinnedjto run off, and public securities to be augmented. 

The money market was slightly affected to-day by the withdrawal from 
it of the sums required to pay the first instalment on the loan, and 
money was rather more in demand than last week. Then it was offered ; 
to-day it could be had on the same terms as then, but it was necessary 
to ask for it. 

The exchanges continue firm, and silver continues to be exported to 
the Continent. 

The arrivals of gold in the week were, from Australis, 148,000/; 
from the West Indies, 154,9002; and from New York, 300,000! ; toge. 
ther, 602,000/. The reported exports of the precious metals are, by 
the Peninsular and Oriental steamers, 155,200/, chiefly silver, and 
6,500; by the West India mail packet. A large part of the silver and 
doliars brought by the West India and Mexican packets is now going 
to Hamburg, and will assist in maintaining the existing state ot the 
exchange. 

The amount of dollars brought by the last Mexican packet has been 
sold at 58§d per oz, being a decline of $d from the previous rates. The 
bar silver also has been sold at 603d, being a decline of }d. 

Consols opened to-day at 90 to 90% for money; they afterwards 
fell to 89%, and, after some variations, closed at 89g 9. The 
omnium or scrip of the new loan was done at a premium of 1j. 
The calculations made on the Stock Exchange of the value of the 
annuity of 14s 6d for 30 years gives the price of the new loan, if taken 
wholly in Consols, as equivalent to 878. The new annuity is quoted at 
16 10s per pound of annual interest. At the present market rate the 
bargain is a fair one. Whether the terms will turn out ultimately 
advantageous to the public or the contractor will depend very 
much on political eventa. The Messrs Rothschild have given to 
all applicants for less than a 1000! the full amount of their 
applications; to all applicants for greater sums they have given 90 
per cent. of their applications; showing that either the applicants 
have not been numerous, or that-the Messrs Rothschild have not 
kept a very large proportion of the loan for themselves. It is remarked 
of them as curious, that the only men in the City who made an offer for 
the loan, and whose offer was accepted, are incapable of sitting in Par- 
liament. They can supply the wants of the State, can deal with it for 
many millions, but they are thought not worthy to have a voice in dis- 
posing of one pound of the money. The business on the Stock Exchange 
has of late increased in activity. Money, however, is not in demand 
there, and it waz lent to-day on Consols at 1 per cent. There is no dif- 
ficulty, therefore, in collecting the sum required by the Chancellor of 
Exchequer.

growers continues large—96,342 qrs in the week, as against 41,926 qrs in 
the corresponding period last year, though the importations as compared 
to last year are very small. There is no change of price. 

The market for other grain is also flat. Off the coast there have been 
five arrivals since the 11th, viz., 1 cargo of wheat from Bilboa (for Cork), 
2 cargoes maize from New York, 1 from Philadelphia, and a cargo of 
flour from Santander, ali disposed of previous to arrival. The business 
in floating cargoes has been less active this week tkan last. 

In the Liverpool market to-day wheat and flour were unaltered, but 
oats, beans, and barley were the turn dearer. 

We see no noticeable feature in the various corn markets of the 
neighbouring Continent. At Rotterdam On the 17th, wheat of medium 
quality was in demand for export, and was a shade dearer. The markets 
too are firmer at Stettin; otherwise we see no change. From New York 
we learn that the price of wheat and flour was advancing, and that the 
supplies of both are very short. 

The sugar market has been rather active, and prices are well sustained. 
Refined sugar is from 6d to 1s dearer. 

The coffee market is also firm, and plantation Ceylon has improved. 

The tea market is not so good. 

The business transacted in the Liverpool cotton market during the pre- 
sent week has been to a fair extent; the sales reach 50,000 bales, 
37,000 bales of which are to the trade, 6,000 bales to speculators, and 
7,000 bales to exporters. Quotations for all descriptions remain un- 
changed. From America the accounts this week are dull ; prices had 
receded } cent per lb in consequence of the unfavourable reports of the 
market from this side. The crop accounts are not more favourable. 
The deficiency in the receipts was 230,000 bales; crop estimates 
2,800,000 bales to 3,000,000 bales.g The most sanguine parties doubt, 
however, whether the whole quantity will be seot torwardto the mar- 
ket. The sales of the week in the London market have been 1,720 
bales. Prices firm, but unchanged. 

Messrs Wilson, Rose, and Graham report of the seed and oil market : 
“The tone has much improved, many parties who have hitherto held 
contrary opinions now look upon peace as a remote event. This has led 
to large iransactions in Russian produce and articles influenced by them, 
for which we continue to have alarge export demand.” Linseed oil is 
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‘sccordingly from 10s to 15s dearer. Rape oils are in good demand. 
Olive oils Palm oil meets a ready sale: Tallow has advanced, 
P YC being 51s 3d to 51s 6d. ' 

Other Russian produce, such as flax and hemp, though nof actually 
dearer, cannot be bought at former prices. 
{ From N-w York we learn that Mr Cornelius Vanderbilt has pre= 
jected an independent transatlantic steam-ship line, “with or with- 
out Government mai! patronage,” and advertised that his quondam 
steam-yacht, the North Star, lately in the California trade, will leave 
this port for Havre direct om the 2Ist proximo, to be succeeded in 
May by the new steam-ship Ariel. These two steamers will enable 
Mr Vanderbilt to run a regular monthly line; and it is understood 
that he has given orders for the construction of a third steamer, on a 
gigentic scale. In this vessel. the keel of which was to have been 
id this week, her owner seeks to accomplish his crowning triumph.

LONDON MARKETS. 
STATE OF THE CORN TRADE FOR THE WEEK. 


Mark Lang, Faipay Morning, 

There was a short supply of English wheat at Mark lane on Monday; the de- 
mand for white was very dull, although thie description was offered at fully 1s per 
qt decline, whilst samples of red were taken off pretty readily at about former 
rates. There wasa limited demand for foreign wheat, without any quotable change 
in the value of good qualities: the imports consisted of 111 qre from Bremen, 
72 qra from Dordt, 256 gra from the East Indies, 1,011 qre from Hamburg, 
958 qrs from Harlingen, 481 qrs from Holbeck, 85 qrs from Leer, 350 qr from 
Limpias, 717 qrs from Oporto, 650 qrs from Requejada, and 250 qrs from San- 
tander, making a total of 4,971 qra, against 11,615 qra the corresponding week 
of last year. The arriva's of flour coastwise were 2,196 sacks, from Scotland 
78 sacks, by the Eastern Counties railway 10,908 sacke, by the Great North. 
ern 2,444 sacks, from foreign ports 3,466 sacks and 6,112 barrele. Town made 
was unaltered in value : country marks and every description of foreiga were 
easier to buy ; tradeon the whole languid. The arrivals of barley coastwise 
were 5,131 qra, from Scotland 515 qra, and from Alexandria 1,800 qre. Dis- 
tillers and grinding samples were in fair request, but the change to so very 
fine and warm weather checked the demand for fine qualities. Of oats there 
were 550 qrecoastwise, 2,949 qrs from Scotland, 18,764 qre from Ireland, and 
4,107 qr from foreign ports: good corn realised about previous rates from the 
consumers, but the large dealers bought sparingly, as the factors generally 
would not submit to their terme. 

On the whole there were very moderate imports at Liverpool on Tuesday, 
notwithstanding which business generally was of a restricted character. The 
finest samples of foreiga white wheat brought about previous rates, but all 
other sorts were 1d to 2d per 70 Iba cheaper. Spanish and English flour de- 
clined 6d to 1s per eack ; Indian corn, being the exception, was in extensive 
demand for Ireland, and this article commanded 34 to 6d per 480 lbs advance : 
of it the imports of the week were 13,782 qra, and the exports 13,595 qrs. 

There were limited arrivals of foreign grain at Hull, but the farmers brought 
forward a fair quantity of wheat, which the millers purchased slowly at 1s per 
qr reductionin price: average, 678 8d on 370 qrs. 

Tbe arrivals of wheat at Leeds were very moderate, bat they were quite 
mens for the demand, and prices gave way 1s per qr: average, 688 94 on 

664 qre, 

A tolerably good supply of wheat was brought forward at Ipswich, for which 
@ languid demand was experienced, and occasionally a decline of 1s per qr 
was accepted: average, 664 lid on 530 qre, 

The fresh arrivals of English grain at Mark lane on Wednesday were limited, 
those of Irish oate fair, with moderate imports of foreiga articles. Wheat met 
a slow sale at the rates of Monday for good fresl-thrashed samples of English, 
but there was not much passing in foreign. Barley was without alteration in 
value. Oats were taken off toa fair extent without any quotable change in 
the value of good corn. , 

The Scotch markets have been lifeless this week, notwithstanding moderate 
supplies generally. At Edinburgh wheat was by no mvans readily sold, and 
yet scarcely any chanze could be quoted in the value of it: average, 728 5d 
on 707 qre. The imports at Leith consisted of 2,161 qra wheat, 214 qrs 
barley, and 710 sacks flour. There was much inactivity ia the demand for 
foreign wheat, and the fiaest quaiities were 1s per qr lower, with a reduction of 
1s to 28 per qe om secondary sorte, Up the Clyde there were fair imports for 
Glasgow smarket, and a moderate quantity was reported at Grangemouth 
Foreiga wheat was le to 2a per qr lower in the few sales effected. 

The supply of wheat at Birmingham on Thursday was short, which the 
millers took off slowly at previous rates for all good qualities: average, 69s Lid 
on 2,348 qre. 

Bristol market was shortly supplied with wheat, the demand was pretty 
active, and prices were weil maintained generally: average, 683 3d on 1,007 qre. 


At Newbury the farmers brought forward a moderate quantity of wheat;
